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EARLY     HISTORY. 

The  jJi'ecise  date  of  the  first  settlement  within  the 
original  limits  of  Maiden  is  not  known ;  some  his- 
torians believing  it  to  have  been  as  early  as  1632,  al- 
though the  now  accepted  date  is  1634 ;  but  there  is 
no  uncertainty  as  to  the  date  of  the  incorporation  of  the  town, 
for  the  colonial  records  under  date  of  May  2,  1649,  old  stjde, 
tell  us  that  the  men  of  "  Mystic    Side "  were  then  granted  a 
petition  "  to  be  a  distinct  town  by  themselves,  and  the  name  thereof 
to  be  Maulden." 

The  origin  of  the  name  has  never  been  authoritively  determined,  but 
it  probably  was  selected  in  honor  of  Maldon,  England,  from  which  Joseph 
Hills,  a  lawyer  and  a  very  prominent  man  in  colonial  history,  came.  Diiring  the  first  150  years 
of  the  town's  existence  there  seemed  to  be  no  accepted  way  of  spelling  the  name,  it  being  written 
Maldon,  Mauldon  and  Maulden,  but  toward  the  close  of  the  eighteenth  century  Maiden  was 
definitely  adopted  and  no  other  form  has  since  been  iised  in  official  papers.  The  first  church 
was  foimded  in  1649,  but  the  first  meeting-house  was  not  built  until  about  1659.  In  this  connec- 
tion it  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  are  tw^o  church  societies  in  the  Maiden  of  to-day,  that  claim 
to  date  back  to  the  formation  of  the  town.  The  First  Chiirch  Trinitarian  Congregational,  or- 
ganized in  1649  and  re-organized  in  1832,  and  the  First  Parish  Church,  organized  in  1648.  ^ 

The  indications  are  that  the  first  school  w^as  established  at  least  as  early  as  1663,  but  a 
school  house  was  not  built  until  1712. 


4  DESCRIPTIVE   SKETCH  OF  MAIDEN. 

The  early  history  of  Maiden  is  very  quiet  ami  uneventful,  as  the  town  was  never  exi^osed 
to  danger  from  Indians,  and  it  was  so  far  removed  from  all  paths  of  travel  and  so  remote  from 
Boston,  Charlestown,  Cambridge  and  other  centres  of  trade,  that  its  growth  was  very  slow. 

In  order  to  reach  Boston  on  horseback  or  afoot  it  was  necessary  to  go  through  Medford, 
Cambridge,  Brighton,  Roxbury,  across  "  The  Creek  ",  and  over  the  roads  they  had  in  those  days, 
that  was  not  only  a  long  biit  a  tiresome  journey.  Some  used  to  go  by  boat  to  Charlestown  and 
thence  to  Boston,  but  that  was  a  by  no  means  inconsiderable  voyage,  and  it  was  not  until  a 
bridge  over  the  Mystic  River  was  opened  to  the  piiblic,  September  29,  1787,  that  Boston  was 
even  fairly  accessible.  But  the  tolls  were  so  high  that  few  could  afford  to  pay  them  ;  the  cost  of 
riding  to  Boston  and  back  again  in  j'our  own  carriage  in  1800,  being  47  cents — a  large  amount 
of  money  in  those  days.  Under  such  conditions  the  development  of  the  place  was  necessarily 
very  slow,  the  population  of  Maiden  in  1800 — -when  its  area  was  three  times  what  it  now  is — 
lieing  but  1,059. 

But  what  the  population  lacked  in  numbers  it  more  than  made  up  in  courage  and  determin- 
ation, as  is  indicated  by  the  action  taken  at  a  town  meeting  held  May  27,  177(3,  when  the  towns- 
peojjle  voted  to  sripport  and  defend  a  measure  declaring  the  independence  of  the  coirntry  to  the 
"last  drop  of  their  blood  and  the  last  farthing  of  their  treasure."  Certainly  thej-  were  not  afraid 
to  explicitly  define  their  position  in  a  matter  of  life  or  death,  prosperity  or  destitution  ;  and  their 
record  in  the  Revolution  proves  that  they  meant  exactly  what  they  voted. 

Perhaps  the  most  prominent  character  in  Maiden's  early  history  is  Michael  Wigglesworth,  a 
famous  minister,  physician  and  poet.  The  following  extract  from  the  poem  read  by  Bishop 
Haven  at  the  bi-eentennial  celebration  of  Maiden's  incorporation,  in  1855,  will  enable  one  to 
form  a  general  idea  of  Michael  Wigglesworth's  accomplishments  : 

This  famous  poet,  could  -with  equal  skill 
Wield  harp  or  scalpel,  form  a  rhyme  or  pill. 
He  wove  in  sickness  on  dark  fancy's  loom 
The  varied  aspect  of  the  day  ot  doom, 
Which   -wandering  down   the  ages  yet  remains 
Fair  sample  of  our  father's  kind  of  brains. 

In  the  "  old  burying  ground  " — Bell  Rock  Cemetery,  one  of  the  oldest  in  New  England, — 
rest  Michael  Wiggieworth's  remains,  and  on  his  grave  stone  is  inscribed — 

Here  lies  interred  in  Silent  Grave  below 
Maiden's  Physician  of  Soul  and  Body  two. 

The  beginning  of  industries,  excepting  such  as  catered  exclusively  to  local  needs  in  Maiden, 
took  place  in  1804,  when  William  Barrett  founded  the  business  which  has  since  been  continued 
without  interruption  and  for  many  years  has  been  carried  on  imder  the  name  of  the  "Maiden 
Dj-e  House."  Nail  manufacturing  was  begun  in  1806  ;  last  manufacturing  in  1812  ;  leather  manu- 
facturmg  in  1851 ;  and  laibber  goods  manufacturing  in  1S53 ;  the  Boston  Rubber  Shoe  Co. 
then  being  incorporated  and  still  caiTying  on  operations,  backed  by  a  capital  of  $1,000,000.  The 
opening  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  in  1845,  of  course  had  a  very  marked  influence  on 
the  town,  and  in  1850  Maiden  would  have  had  more  than  double  the  population  of  1837 — which 
was  2,300 — if  Melrose  had  not  been  set  apart  in  1849,  which  reduced  Maiden's  population  1,260, 
so  that  in  1850  Maiden's  population  was  3,520.  From  that  date  the  progress  of  the  town  was 
slow  for  a  number  of  years,  and  a  careful  reading  of  the  many  able  speeches  made  at  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  new  town  hall,  in  1857,  will  enable  any  one  (especially  if  he  has  the  faculty  of  "  read- 
ing between  the  lines  ")  to  form  a  more  correct  idea  of  the  causes  of  that  slowness  than  could  be 
gained  by  the  examination  of  pages  of  mustj'  records,  but  certainly  there  is  no  present  need  of 
such  investigation  ;  the  "  slow  period  "  of  Maiden's  history  has  passed  by  never  to  return,   and 
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the  Maiden  of  to-day  has  uot  only  made  up  for  lost  time  but  is   advancing  at  a  rate  that  is  very 
exceptional,  even  in  these  days  of  "  rush  "  and  electric  swiftness. 

And  the  best  thing  about  this  advancement  is  that  it  is  uot  caused  by  strong  "  push  "  by  a 
few  who  seek  to  profit  by  municipal  "  rapid  transit  "  and  don't  care  for  the  suffering  that  is  sure 
to  result  from  a  sudden  stopping  of  the  "  train  of  progress."  Manufacturers,  merchants,  profes- 
sional men,  and  the  people  in  general  are  coming  to  Maiden  to  engage  in'Jausiness  or  to  reside  ; 
not  because  they  are  influenced  by    extravagant  claims,  but  because  the  more   thoroughly  j_one 
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"  looks  up  "  Maiden  the  more  thoroughly  is  he  convinced  that  it  is  a  most  excellent  place  to  live 
ill,  and  that  the  prospects  are  that  the  city  will  continue  to  improve  and  that  there  is  not  the 
slightest  reason  to  fear  its  degeneration. 

A  significant  indication  of  the  j^olicy  followed  in  the  administration  of  municipal  affairs,  and 
the  course  taken  as  regards  the  increase  of  the  city's  population  is  given  by  the  following  ex- 
tracts from  a  recent  mayor's  inaugural  address,  a  mayor  whom  we  will  not  name  as  we  wish  to 
avoid  even  the  slightest  suspicion  that  this  is  a  "  political  document :" 

"  The  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  citj-  is  a  matter  of  business,  very  important  in  its 
bearing  upon  the  general  welfare,  and  the  prosperity  of  the  citj'.  *  *  *  In  regard 
to  expenditures  for  improvements,   in    which    discretion    can  be   exercised,   we   should  guard 
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equally  against  the  extravagance  wliich  would  create  such  a  tax  rate  as  to  cdluse  tax  payers  to 
shun  oiu'  city  as  a  jDlace  of  residence,  and  the  parsimony  which  would  prevent  improvements  es- 
sential to  make  it  attractive  and  desirable.  -  -  *  While  a  steady  and  healthy 
growth  in  population,  with  the  life  and  activity  which  it  brings,  is  very  desirable,  no  special  ef- 
foi-t  directed  to  this  end  solely  seems  desirable.  The  city  should  be  made  more  attractive  and 
desirable  year  bj^  year  by  well  considered  and  systematic  plans  for  improvements.  In  the  adop- 
tion of  these  jalans,  first  of  all  we  should  carefully  consider  our  financial  resources.     It  is  the  uni- 
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form  experience  that  persons  who  have  any  considerable  taxable  property  will  shun  any  miinici- 
pality  that  is  burdened  with  an  unwieldy  debt  or  an  excessive  tax  rate  A  fair  proportion  of  such  resi- 
dents is  indispensable  to  the  prosperity  of  any  city  or  town.  *  *  *  Gentlemen  of  the 
City  Council,  you  are  chosen  by  and  from  the  different  wards  of  the  city,  but  the  money  you  ajDpro- 
priate  is  drawn  from  all  the  tax  payers  in  the  city  aUke  and  should  be  expended  for  the  general 
good  and  with  due  regard  for  the  needs  of  every  locality.  Ward  lines  should  be  forgotten  and  per- 
sonal interests  and  selfish  combinations  ignored  in  forming  your  conclusions  upon  eveijj'  question 
presented  for  your  consideration.  The  good  name  of  our  city  can  be  maintained  and  its  perman- 
ent prosperity  promoted  only  by  your  united  and  harmonioiis  action." 

The  policy  outlined  above  has  been  followed  as  a  rule  ever  since  the  incorporation  of  Maiden 
as  a  city,  and  the  results  attained  have  been  such  as  to  more  than  double  the  population,  and  to 
attract  to  Maiden  a  most  desirable  class  of  residents.  There  is  no  more  ordei'ly  a  city  in  all 
New  England,  and  this  orderliness  is  far  from  being  caused  by  the  lavish  display  of  armed  autho- 
rity, for  the  police  force  is  very  small  in  comparison  with  the  population.

Adherence  to  the  "  uo  lieeuse  "  policy  and  an  active  enforcement  of  the  restrictions  it  en- 
tails, doiibtless  have  much  to  do  ^vith  the  quietude  of  the  city,  but  probably  the  total  absence  of 
that  element  known  as  "  the  floating  populatioa,"  so  prominent  in  great  cities  and  made  up  of 
persons  who  are  here  to-day  and  gone  to-morrow,  is  the  principal  reason  why  Maiden  is  excep- 
tionally free    from  disturbances. 

THE     MALDEN    OF    XO-DAY. 

It  is  true  that  figures  make  very  dry  reading,  but  as  figures  relating  to  the  origin  and  de- 
velopment of  a  community  are  surely  of  interest  to  one  interested  in  its  present  condition,  let  us 
give  a  few  dates  and  amounts,  so  that  even  such  of  our  readers  as  are  entirely  unacquainted  with 
the  history  of  Maiden  can  form  an  intelligent  general  idea  of  its  past  and  its  present,  and  to 
some  extent,  of  its  probable  future.  The  population  and  the  wealth  of  many  cities  are  largely 
due  to  annexation  ;  and  in  other  cases  they  are  due  to  previous  conditions, — now  past — so  they 
are  far  from  being  accurate  indications  of  present  standing.  But  such  is  by  no  means  the  case 
with  Maiden,  and  in  this  connection  the  folloAving  facts  and  figures  will  prove  of  interest : 

Maiden  was  settled  in  1634,  incorporated  as  a  town  in  1649,  and  as  a  city  in  1882.  North 
Maiden  was  set  off  in  1849  to  form  the  town  of  Melrose,  decreasing  the  population  of  Maiden 
1,260,  and  South  Maiden  was  set  o£f  in  1870  to  form  the  town  of  Everett,  decreasing  the  popula- 
tion of  Maiden  2,200.  In  1877  a  very  small  portion  of  Medford  was  annexed,  the  result  being  a 
gain  for  Maiden  of  200  acres  in  area  and  of  100  in  population. 

No  further  changes  have  been  made  in  the  boundary  lines,  and  the  area  of  the  present  Mai- 
den is  about  one-third  as  much  as  that  of  the  original  town  ;  the  citj'  being  about  three  miles 
long  from  east  to  west,  and  about  one  and  a  half  miles  wide  from  north  to  south.  It  is  bounded 
on  the  north  by  Melrose,  on  the  east  by  Revere,  on  the  south  by  Everett,  and  on  the  west  by 
Medford- and  Stoneham, — or  rather  by  Medford  and  the  Middlesex  Fells,  for  it  is  the  delight- 
fully wild  park  region  known  as    Middlesex  Fells  that  lies  to  the  northwest  of  Maiden. 

Practically  every  square  foot  vrithin  the  boundaries  of  the  city  comes  within  a  six  mile  circle, 
having  its  centre  at  the  State  House  in  Boston  ;  and  a  five  mile  circle  drawn  from  the  same 
centre  passes  about  half  a  mile  beyond  Maiden's  business  centre  ;  it  being  a  little  more  than 
four  and  a  half  miles  in  a  direct  line  from  the  Boston  City  Hall  to  the  Maiden  City  Hall.  The 
cities  are  connected  by  two  railroads,  the  Boston  and  Maine,  Western  Division,  and  the  Boston 
and  Maine,  Sangus  Branch  —the  Boston  and  Maine  having  three  stations  within  Maiden's  limits, 
and  the  Sangus  Branch  having  six.  The  Maiden  station  on  each  line  is  about  five  miles  from  the 
depot  in  Boston.  Transportation  is  also  furnished  by  two  street  railroad  companies — the  East 
Middlesex  and  the  West  End — and  as  transportation  is  an  especially  important  factor  in  the  de- 
velopment of  a  suburban  city,  we  will  consider  Maiden's  facilities  in  detail  in  another  portion  of 
this  sketch.  Of  course.  Maiden  is  destined  to  become  a  portion  of  the  "  Greater  Boston"  which 
we  have  lately  heard  so  much  about  and  which  will  soon  become  an  accomplished  fact  instead 
of  a  Teasonable  expectation.  The  annexation  of  Maiden  to  the  "  Hiib  "  is — like  the  annexation 
of  Somerville,  of  Cambridge,  and  of  other  cities — simply  a  question  of  time,  for  it  is  sure  to  take 
place,  and  the  time  of  its  occurrence  will  be  fixed  simply  by  the  amount  of  time  that  will  elapse 
before  satisfactory  assurance  is  given  as  to  the  protection  of  local  interests.  The  advantages 
arising  from  forming  a  part  of  such  a  vast  municipality  as  the  Greater  Boston  will  be  are  well 
imderstood  by  the  peojjle  of  Maiden,  but  they  also  understand  the  disadvantages,  and  they  will 
not  allow  Maiden  to  become  a  part  of  New  England's  metropolis  until  they  are  satisfied  that 
their  city's  just  rights  will  be  justly  recognized  and  protected. 
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That  Maldeu  has  beeu  well  governed  during  its  teu  years  of  existence  as  a  city  can  be 
proved  in  many  ways,  but  in  no  way  more  conclusively  than  by  pointing  out  the.  increase  in 
population,  for  this  has  been,  and  still  is,  rapid  and  steady — and  decided  popvilarity  of  a  city  or 
town  as  a  place  of  residence  is  pretty  good  evidence,  here  in. Massachusetts,  that  it  is  a  well  gov- 
erned community.  In  1882,  the  first  year  of  city  organization,  the  population  was  12,779 ;  4n 
1884  it  was  14,242  ;  in  1886  it  was  17,236  ;  in  1888  it  was  19,617  ;  in  1890  it  was  24,626,  and/in 
1892,  it  was  about  38,000.     Those    figures   certainly    show  that  Maiden  is  growing   rapidly    and 
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steadily,  and  is  a  very  popular  city  as  a  place  of  residence  ;  and  doubtless  they  will  cause  not  a 
few  of  our  readers  to  say — either  to  themselves  or  "  out  lovid:"  "  I  wonder  why  that  place  is  grow- 
ing so.  Has  it  great  and  growing  industries ;  is  it  healthful  and  pleasant ;  is  it  a  cheap  place  to 
live  in  ?"  Well,  such  comprehensive  questions  cannot  be  answered  satisfactorily  in  a  few  words, 
and  the  most  we  can  hope  so  do  is  to  sufficiently  interest  the  reader  to  cause  him  to  visit  Maiden 
and  see  for  himself  what  that  prosperous  and  wide-awake  city  has  to  ofier  him.  But  his  visit 
will  be  much  more  pleasant  and  instructive  if  he  has  a  general  knowledge  of  the  distinguishing 
characteristics  of  each  section. of  the  city  ;  of  the  facilities  for  transportation,  etc.,  and  hence  a  few 
words  on  those  subjects  will  be  acceptable. 

The  city  of  Maiden  contains  seven  wards,  but  these  wards  are  simply  the  political  divisions 
of  the  city,  and  probably  not  one  citizen  in  ten  could  give  their  boundaries  if  called  iipon  to  do 
so.  Ask  a  Maldeu  man  what  part  of  the  city  he  lives  in,  and  he  will  never  say  ward  this  or  ward 
that,  but  "the  Centre,"  "Edgeworth,"  "  Maplewood,"  or  whatever  the  place  may  be.  The  "pre- 
cincts," or  "  villages,"  or  whatever  you  may  choose  to  call  them,  are  as  follows :  beginning  at  the 
southwest  corner  of  the  city,  where  the  Saugus  Branch  Bail  way  enters  its  limits :  Bell  Bock, 
Edgeworth,  Maiden  Centre,  Maplewood,  Linden,  Oak  Grove. 
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Maiden  Centre  is  in  the  heart  of  the  city  proper,  and  here  may  be  found  the  lianks,  the 
principal  business  buildings,  the  newspaper  offices,  the  City  Hall  and  other  public  buildings. 
Edgeworth  is  in  the  southwestern  part  of  the  city  and  is  the  manufacturing  district ;  Maplewood 
is  east  of  the  Centre  and  is  a  residential  quarter,  as  is  also  Linden,  which  is  in  the  extreme  eastern 
part  of  the  city ;  and  Oak  Grove,  which  is  about  two-thirds  of  a  mile  north  of  the  Centre. 

Of  course  this  is  merely  a  general  description  and  hence  is  by  no  means  nicely  accurate. 
For  instance,  although  Edgeworth  is  the  industrial  centre  it  contains  hundreds  of  comfortable 
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dwelling  houses ;  and  although  Maplewood  is  a  residential  district  it  contains  many  spacious  and 
well  equipped  mercantile  establishments,  for  one  of  the  characteristics  of  Maiden  is  a  general  dis- 
tribution of  stores,  so  that  no  resident  is  obliged  to  travel  far  in  order  to  obtain  supplies.  But 
the  most  notable  and  gratifying  characteristic  of  Maiden  is  the  absence  of  something  that  is  to^be 
foimd  in  nearly  every  city,  and  in  fact,  is  so  common  that  we  take  it  as  a  matter  of  course, — a 
"poor  quarter,"  a  place  where  evidences  of  poverty,  destitution,  impriidence,  misery,  are  to  be 
seen  on  every  side.  There  is  no  such  place  in  Maiden,  and  no  observant  stranger  can  travel  about 
the  city  without  being  greatly  impressed  by  that  fact,  and  hence  being  prompted  to  ask  questions, 
in  the  hope  of  solving  the  problem  of  this  community's  general  prosperity. 

Just  what  his  final  solution  woiUd  be,  will  depend  greatly,  of  course,  upon  his  habits  of 
thought,  and  the  consequent  position  he  occupies  concerning  certain  important  questions  of 
public  policy,  but  no  matter  what  his  explanation  may  be,  he  is  sure  to  believe  that  the  Maiden 
people,  as  a  whole,  are  very  "  comfortablj' "  situated.     By  "  comfortably'  situated  "  we  mean  sup- 
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plied  with  good  homes  which  thej'  can  afi'ord  to  support.  Maiden  is  not  a  city  of  the  rich, 
and,  indeed,  is  not  a  rich  citj^  it  being  surpassed  in  valuation  by  not  a  few  Massachusetts  cities 
of  no  greater  population,  but  its  industrial  establishments  afford  fairly  renumerative  employment 
to  hundreds ;  a  large  proportion  of  the  inhabitants  are  engaged  in  business  in  Boston,  and  the 
rents  and  general  cost  of  living  in  Maiden  are  really  very  low  when  compared  with  those  of  the 
",Hub,"  so  that  a  man  can  live  here  in  a  clean,  healthful,  thoroughly  respectable  and  in  every  way

desii-able  neighborhood  on  an  income  that  woidd  necessitate  puttmg  up  with  decidedly  inferior 
accommodations  if  ^expended  in  Boston. 

But  the  question  of  expense,  although  of  great  importance,  is  by  no  means  the  only  thing 
to  be  considered,  and  it  [is  safe  to  say  that  at  least  one  half  of  the  gain  in  popiilation  made  in 
Maiden  every  year  in  due  to  the  educational  facilities  of  the  city,  althovigh  these  are  so  severely 
tested  that  Maiden  can  hardly  build  school  houses  fast  enough  to  supplj^  the  demand  for  accom- 
modations. 

In  this  city  are  school  houses  which  in  beauty,  size,  convenience,  equipment  and  healthful- 
ness  will  easily  bear  comjjarison  with  any  others  in  the  state.  The  Maplewood  Grammar  School, 
and  the  Faidkner  School, — the  latter  completed  in  1893 — are  buildings  that  would  do  honor  to 
Boston  itself,  — that  great  city  which  has  long  been  deemed  the  educational  centre  of  the  East- 
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em  States, — and  there  are  not  a  few  other  h^rge  and  well  eqiiipped  school  edifices  in  town,  but 
still  there  are  not  as  many  as  could  be  profitably  used,  and  for  some  years  it  has  been  evident 
that]a  new  High  School  building  is  needed — not  because  the  present  one  is  unfit  for  occupancy, 
but  became  it  is  too  small  to  properly  accommodate  the  many  pupils.  A  recent  distinguished 
visitor  to  Maiden  said,  that  to  him  the  most  prominent  features  of  the  city  seemed  to  be  public 
schools,  public  library,  chiivches,  good  order  and  good  scenery,  and  although  that  is  certainly  a 
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rather  jjeculiar  combination,  still  it  is  by  no  means  an  unattractive  one  and  it  indicates  just  what 
Maiden  is,  a  "home  city,"  a  place  which  is  pleasant  to  live  in  and  offers  many  inducements  to 
those  who  wish  to  bring  up  their  children  amongst  favorable  surroundings. 

THE     PUBLIC     LIBI^ARY. 


The  Maiden  PubUc  Library  is  as  iiseful  as  it  is  beautiful ;  and  the  citizens  have  excellent 
reason  for  the  pride  they  take  in  it  and  for  the  general  desire  they  show  to  support  it  as  liberally 
as  circumstances  will  allow.  It  occupies  a  beautiful  browu  stone  edifice  the  origin  and  purpose 
of  which  are  made  manifest  by  the  following  inscription: 

"  Converse  Memorial  Building,  erected  by  Elisha  and  Mary  D.    Converse  in  memory  of  theii- 
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son  Frank  Eugene  Converse;  presented  to  the  city  of  Maiden  for  the  iise  of  a  free  pubhe  library 
and  gallery  of  art,  dedicated  October,  1885." 

The  Maiden  pubhc  library  was  established  in  1877,  opened  in  1879  and  incorporated  in  July, 
1885,  or  just  before  it  was  removed  to  its  present  quarters. 

The  Converse  Memorial  Building  is  a  handsome,  commodious  structure,  made  of  brown  stone 
and  standing  in  a  spacious  and  tastefully  ornamented  lot.  The  interior  is  so  arranged  ard 
equipped  as  to  combine  beauty  and  convenience  to  an  exceptional    degree,  and  some  idea  of  the

usefiiluess  and  attractiveness  of  the  institution  may  be  gained  from  the  simple  statement  that  the 
spacious  ground  floor  of  the  building  has  one  portion  devoted  to  the  selection  of  books,  another 
to  the  consultation  of  reference  books,  another  is  used  as  an  art  gallery,  and  another  as  a  reading 
room,  besides  the  portion  necessarily  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  library  attendants  and  for  the 
storage  of  the  books  ;  the  shelves  containing  which,  range  from  the  floor  to  the  lofty  ceihng  and  can 
receive  many  thousand  volumes.  The  most  gratifying  characteristic  of  this  library  is  the  plainly 
evident  desire  of  the  management  to  make  it  attractive  and  useful  to  the  people.  The  rules  gov- 
erning its  use  are  as  few  and  simple  as  is  consistent  with  the  maintenance  of  the  property  ;  the 
printed  "finding  lists,"  "the  card  catalogue,"  and  the  displayed  lists  of  works  on  special  subjects 
make  it  easy  to  ascertain  just  what  the  library  contains  ;  and  the  Librarian  and  assistants  are 
pleased  to  give  any  information  pertaining  to  the  library  and  to  assist  in  any  reasonable  way  those 
who  apply  to  them. 

Of  course  this  institution  is  popular,  and  equally  of  course  it  is  gaining  steadily  in  popular- 
ity and  usefulness.  As  an  ally  of  the  public  schools  alone,  it  is  worth  many  times  the  sum  an- 
nually expended  for  its  support,  to  say  nothing  of  its  great  value  to  the  many  who  are  through 
'  going  to    school "   but    who  here    obtain   instruction,  recreation   and  that  form  of   amusement 
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wliieli  is  beueticial  as  well  as  attractive.  The  estimated  value  of  the  laud,  biiildiug  aud  libraiy  is 
about  §100,000  ;  aud  large  as  that  sum  is,  it  is  but  trivial  iu  comparisou  with  the  true  value  of 
the  service  rendered.  Iu  Jauuary,  1893,  there  were  in  the  hbrary  21,340  volumes  aud  4,284 
pamijhlets.  During  the  year  1892,  455  volumes  were  added  aud  904  new  cards  issued  ;  and 
4,406  volumes  were  issued  through  the  Maplewood  free  delivery,  but  that  by  no  means  gives  an 
adequate  idea  of  the  extent  to  which  the  library  is  made  use  of  by  residents  of  Maplewood  and 
other  sections  of  the  city,  besides  Maiden  Centre,  for  the  majority  of  such  patrons  obtain  books 
directly  from  the  library.  The  experiment  of  opening  the  library  Sunday  was  tiied  in  1892,  and 
its  i-esults  have  been  such  as  to  assure  a  continuance  of  the  practice. 

STEAM     AND     STT^EET    CAI^S. 

"Eapid  transit  "  is  unquestionably  the  leading  subject  of  the  day,  and  in  Maiden  it  is  receiv- 
ing very  careful  consideration,  for  the  people  understand  that  wise  action  now  will  go  far  to 
ensure  a  decided  increase  in  the  already  rapid  growth  iu  the  population  of  the  city ;  and  that 
the  value  of  realty  and  other  property  in  the  various  sections  will  be  strongly  influenced  by  the 
decisions  made  in  the  cases  of  the  various  street  railway  companies  that  are  making  locations, 
extensions  and  the  right  to  use  electric  power. 

For  nearly  half  a  century  the  people  of  Maiden  have  depended  almost  entirely  upon  steam 
cars  for  transportation  to  and  from  Boston,  for  although  that  city  can  be  reached  by  two  street 
railways  they  have  not  been  patronized  by  through  passenger's,  excepting  at  hours  when  no  steam 
cars  were  run,  for  horse  car  travelling  over  a  distance  of  five  to  six  miles  is  decidedly  slow  and 
uncertain.  .But  the  advent  of  electric  cars  has  already  brought  about  a  revolution  in  street 
transit,  and  although  at  the  present  writing  there  is  not  an  electric  line  in  Maiden,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  before  many  months  not  only  Maiden  and  Boston  but  Maiden  aud  Medford, 
Stoneham,  Meh-ose,  Saugus,  Eevere,  Everett,  Chelsea  and  all  other  neighboring  cities  and  towns, 
Trtill  be  literally  united  or  connected  by  electricity. 

The  Boston  and  Maine  E.  E.,  has  done  a  great  deal  to  develope  Maiden  and  it  would  be 
absurd  to  deny  that  the  present  importance  of  the  city  as  a  manufacturing  and  residential  centre 
is  very  largely  due  to  the  passenger  and  freight  facilities  afforded  by  the  two  roads  run  by  that 
company,  but  it  would  be  equally  absurd  to  deny  that  the  passenger  service  might  have  been  bet- 
ter, and  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  there  will  be  a  sudden  and  marked  improvement  in  it  when 
subjected  to  the  inspiring  influence  of  electric  competition.  Aud  it  is  M'ell  for  the  people  that 
the  electric  service  will  have  to  compete  with  the  steam  service,  for  "  competition  is  the  hfe 
of  trade,"  and  hence  the  service  will  be  better  and  the  fares  lower  than  would  otherwise  be  the 
case. 

The  single  fares  to  and  from  the  various  Maiden  stations  and  Boston,  are  not  remarkable  for 
their  lowness,  but  season  tickets  are  sold  at  moderate  rates,  and  the  season  tickets  which  are  ac- 
ceptable on  only  the  so-called  "  workingmen's  trains  "  are  sold  at  prices  which  make  even  the  five 
cent  fares  collected  on  street  railways  seem  ruinously  high,  for  assuming  ten  cents  a  day  or  sixty 
cents  a  week  to  be  paid  out  iu  car  fare,  it  will  amount  to  $7.80  for  three  months,  or  $31.20  for  a 
year ;  while  the  workingman's  rate  from  Maiden  Centre  to  Boston  and  return,  six  days  in  the 
week,  is  but  $5.10  for  three  months,  and  $15.30  for  a  year. 

There  is  not  a  portion  of  Maiden's  territory  more  than  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  either 
the  Boston  and  Maine  or  the  Saugus  Branch  Eailroad,  aud  about  all  the  populated  portions  of 
the  city  are  much  nearer  than  that  to  a  station  ;  The  Boston  aud  Maine  E.  E.,  which  ruus  across 
the  city  about  half  a  mile  from  its  western  boundary,  having  one  station  called  Edgeworth ;  a 
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second  called  Maiden  aud  situated  at  the  western  extremity  of  Maiden  Centre,  and  a  third  called 
Uak  Grove.  These  stations  are  about  half  a  mile  a  part.  The  Maiden  station  is  a  handsome 
brick  structiire  with  granite  trimmings,  and  was  built  in  1891.  The  Saugus  Branch  stations  are 
at  Bell  Rock,  on  the  Everett  luie,  and  four  and  a  half  miles  from  Boston ;  at  Maiden  Centre,  at 
Faulkner,  at  Maplewood,  at  Broadway  and  at  Linden,  which  is  a  little  more  than  seven  miles 
fi-om  Boston,  so  they  average  about  half  a  mile  apart.  Street  cars  afford  transportation  to  Med- 
ford,  Everett,  Cliarlestown  aud  Boston ;  also  to  Woburu,  Stoneham,  Melrose,  Sangus  and  Chelsea 
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and  Bevere  Beach,  and  make  connection  with  Lynn  and  Boston  cars  at  Cliftoudale,  to  and  from 
Lynn.  It  will  be  seem  that  the  street  car  service  is  comprehensive  and  extensive,  but  it  is  but  an 
earnest  of  what  may  reasonably  be  expected  in  the  near  future,  and  there  is  no  room  for  doubt 
that  Maiden  will  soon  have  at  least  as  good  a  street  car  service  as  any  city  in  the  State. 

WATEI^     SUPPLY. 

The  water  Avorks  of  Maiden  are  OAvned  by  the  city,  and  represent  the  intelligent  expenditure 
of  a  great  deal  of  money.  The  original  works  were  built  in  1870  ;  the  water  being  taken  from 
Shot  Pond,  in  Stoneham,  and  distributed  through  cement  lined  iron  mains  ;  but  the  growth  of 
the  city  and  of  Melrose  and  Medford  (which  also  take  water  from  Shot  Pond )  caused  the  supply 
to  run  short  and  necessitated  the  finding  of  an  additional  source  of  supply,  and  a  decided  in- 
crease in  the  capacity  of  the  Shot  Pond  plant.  Both  these  things  have  been  done,  and  although 
the  present  service  if  far  from  perfect,  still  it  is  decidedly  superior  as  regards  the  quality  and  the 
quantity  of  the  water  furnished  to  that  of  the  average  city  of  30,000  population  or  less. 

The  new  source  of  supply  was  obtained  by  sinking  tubular  wells  in  what  were  known  as 
Eaton's  Meadows,  now  called  Webster  Park.  These  wells  are  sunk  to  the  solid  rock  and  average 
65  feet  in  depth.     The  water  shed  from  which  they  are  chieflj'  fed  has  an  area  of  one  square  mile 
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and  the  wells  supply  about  700,000  gallons  per  day.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  excellent,  and 
the  greater  part  of  it  is  used  in  the  high  service  system,  it  being  pumped  iip  into  the  standpipe, 
or  more  properlj^  the  great  iron  tank,  which  is  located  at  so  elevated  a  position  in  Maplewood 
that  water  fi-om  it  will  easily  flow  from  a  hose  over  about  any  building  in  the  city.  The  Shot 
Pond  pumping  and  distributing  plant  is  practically  a  new  one,  it  having  been  very  largely  re- 
novated in  1890  and  succeeding  years  ;  and  as  every  precaiition  has  been  taken  to  protect  the 
waters  of  the  pond  from  contamination  and  to  guard  against  their  waste,  this  will  continue  to  be 
a  very  valuable  source  of  supply.  Maiden  also  has  the  right  to  take  water  from  Martin's  Pond, 
in  North  Eeading,  but  the  chances  are  that  right  will  never  be  made  use  of. 

Pure  air  and  pure  water — both  of  these  are  also  as  assured  to  the  resident  of  Maiden  as  to 
any  summer  vacationist  in  the  mountain  or  lake  regions,  and  although  change  of  air  and  change 
of  scene  are  doubtless  beneficial  to  any  one,  no  matter  how  pleasantly  situated  he  may  be  at 
home,  still  it  may  be  truthfully  said  that  one  who  lives  in  this  city  generally  has  only  himself  to 
blame  if  his  health  siiffers  on  account  of  his  not  being  able  to  go  away  in  summer ;  for  here  is 
afforded  every  opportunity  for  jDleasant  walks  and  rides,  healthful  exercise  and  agreeable  sight- 
seeing ;    and  the  hygienic  conditions   are  not  excelled. 

The  healthfulness  of  Maiden  is  based  upon  very  firm  foundations,  and  hence  may  be 
depended  iipon  as  it  is  the  result  of  good  natural  conditions,  reinforced  by  efficient  and  com- 
prehensive artificial  service.  As  a  whole,  the  city  is  on  high  and  well  di'ained  land  ;  the  air  is 
piire,  there  is  an  abundant  supply  of  excellent  water ;  the  sewerage  is  comprehensive  and 
efficient ;  the  removal  of  offal  and  ashes  is  well  provided  for,  and  the  public  health  is  carefiiUy 
and  skillfully  looked  after.  These  are  all  very  unpoetical,  not  to  say  commonplace  affairs,  but  it 
is  just  such  affairs  as  these  that  men  look  up  now-a-days  when  they  are  seeking  an  eligible  site 
for  a  residence  ;  and  the  rapidity  with  Maiden  is  growing  and  the  character  of  most  of  the  build- 
ings erected,  show  that  the  city  stands  the  test  of  careful,  practical  and  painstaking  examination. 

There  are  many  desirable  building  lots  in  the  market,  biit  it  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  the  fact 
that  the"  nixmber  is  steadily  diminishing,  and  to  act  accordingly.  The  introdiiction  of  electric 
sti-eet  railways  and  the  building  of  street  railways  in  parts  of  the  city  that  have  not  as  yet  been 
reached  by  them,  are  going  to  have  a  marked  effect  on  laud  values,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  land 
will  never  be  any  cheaper  in  Maiden  than  it  now  is,  for  the  tendency  in  every  part  of  the  city  is 
"  upward  and  onward."  There  is  not  any  real  estate  boom  going  on  here,  or  in  other  words  no 
individual  or  organization  is  striving  to  bring  about  and  continue  fictitious  values,  and  hence 
money  expended  with  reasonable  prudence  in  the  purchase  of  land  is  pretty  sure  to  be  not  only 
safely  but  profitably  invested.  As  for  building  for  renting  pui-poses,  we  know  of  no  city  or  town 
that  offers  gi-eater  inducements  than  Maiden.  The  tendency  liere  is  not  towards  tenement  houses 
or  that  variety  of  such  known  as  apartment  houses  or  "  flats."  The  demand  is  for  "  single  family  " 
houses ;  for  convenient  and  roomy  houses  suiTounded  by  reasonably  spacious  grounds,  and  such 
houses  can  be  rented  promptly  aud  permanently,  at  fair  prices.  Insurance  rates  are  literally  "  as 
low  as  the  lowest,"  the  tax  rates,  the  water  rates  and  the  other  items  in  the  expense  of  house 
owning  in  a  civilized  community,  are  moderate  when  judged  by  the  qiiality  and  magnitude  of  the 
service  rendered ;  and  whether  one  wishes  to  build  a  house  for  his  own  occupancy  or  for  renting 
piirposes  it  will  at  least  "pay"  him  to  investigate  the  chances  offered  here  in  Maiden  before 
choosing  a  site,  for  healthfulness,  beauty  and  convenience  of  location  ;  superior  educational 
advantages,  excellent  public  service  in  the  way  of  water,  drainage,  lighting,  protection  again.st 
fire,  and  the  maintenance  of  order,  make  an  attractive  and  strong  combination  that  is  exception- 
able and  desirable  enough  to  deserve  careful  attention. 
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FlI^E     DEPAI^TJMEISIT. 

A  well-regulated  water  supply,  aud  especially  a  first-class  liigli  service  SA'stem,  fs  very 
closely  connected  with  an  efficient  fire  service,  so  it  is  natural  that  Maiden  slioiild  be  a  favorite 
place  for  the  fire  insurance  companies  to  place  risks.  Indeed  some  of  the  largest  companies  say 
that  nothing  but  State  law  prevent  them  from  insuring  Maiden  property  at  what  would  seem 
phenomenallj'^  low  rates,  for  the  fire  losses  here  are  so  small  as  to  seem  really  trivial  in  comjDarisou 
with  those  of  other  cities.  Just  why  the  losses  are  so  small,  no  one  can  positively  explain,  but  at 
all  events  there  are  but  few  fires,  and  they  are  almost  invariably  extinguished  so  quicklj'  that  the 
damage  is  very  small.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  great  factories  and  some  busuiess  blocks 
nearly  every  building  in  Maiden  is  so  situated  that  every  portion  of  it  can  be  reached  easily  and 
quickly,  for  about  all  the  dwelling  houses  stand  alone  and  so  are  accessible  on  every  side.  There 
is  no  net  of  wires  overhanging  the  streets  and  buildings  to  interfere  with  the  firemen ;  the  fire 
apparatus  is  first-class  aud  is  kept  in  excellent  condition;  the  electric  fire  alarm  is  comprehensive 
and  reliable,  and  the  fire  department  may  truly  be  said  to  be  made  rip  of  men  who  understand 
their  business  and  are  prompt,  intelligent  and  fearless  in  the  obeying  of  orders. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  territory  to  cover  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  fire  houses,  of 
pieces  of  apparatus  and  of  firemen ;  but  the  industrial  and  trade  sections  of  the  city  are  the 
headquarters  of  ^tlie  firemen,  and,  as  of  course,  nearly  all  the  fires  take  place  there,  the  response 
to  alarms  is  almost  always  very  prompt  as  well  as  energetic. 


CHUr^CHES    AND     SCHOOLS. 

One  of  the  easiest  and  surest  means  of  determining  the  standing  of  a  community  is  by 
examination  of  the  schools,  churches,  and  societies ;  and  the  result  of  such  examination  in  the 
case  of  Maiden  goes  far  to   explain  and   justify  the  pride  which  the  residents  take  in  the  city. 

By  far  the  handsomest  church  building  in  Maiden  is  the  First  Baptist  Church,  a  very  large  stone 
edifice,  beautifully  proportioned,  aud  so  situated  as  to  enable  its  attractions  to  be  dulj'  appreciated. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  churches  in  New  England,  and  both  its  site  and  its  surroundings 
are  such  as  to  add  to  the  attractiveness  of  its  architecture,  close  by  is  the  handsome  Converse 
Memorial  Building,  occupied  by  the  public  library,  and  the  comparison  of  the  rough  brown  stone 
of  which  this  building  is  made,  with  the  rough  granite  of  which  the  church  is  built,  serves  to 
increase  the  beauty  of  both  buildings,  and  thus  shows  that  there  are  exceptions  to  that  much 
cjuoted  ride,  "  comparisons  are  odious."  Descriptions  of  each  of  the  many  churches  in  this  cit}' 
would  occupy  all  our  available  space  many  times  over,  so  we  will  simply  present  a  list  of  the 
many  church  organizations: 

Baptist,  Maiden  Centre  ;  Baptist,  Maplewood ;  First  Church,  Trinitarian  Congregational, 
organized  1649,  re-organized  1832 ;  First  Parish  Church,  organized  1648  ;  Church  of  the  Sacred 
Heart ;  St.  Mary's  Catholic  Church ;  All  Souls'  Church ;  First  Congregational  Church,  Maple- 
wood  ;  Union  Congregational  Church,  Linden ;  St.  Paul's  Episcopal  Parish ;  St.  Luke's  Episco- 
pal Church ;  Belmont  Methodist  Episcopal ;  Linden  Methodist  Episcopal ;  Maiden  Centre 
Methodist  Episcopal ;  Maplewood  Methodist  Episcopal ;  First  Unitarian  Congregationalist ; 
Advent  Christian  ;  Evangelical  Union,  Faulkner ;  Edgeworth  Mission  Society ;  Mission,  Wayside 
Chapel. 

The  school  buildings  are  also  well  distributed  about  the  city  and  they  average  high  in  char- 
acter ;  Maiden  ha-sang  expended  many  thoiisands  for  school  edifices  diiriug  the  past  five  years. 
Candor  compels  the  statement  that  the  high  school  building  is  bj'  no  means  worthy 
of    the   city,  although   it  was  considered  a   very   large  and   handsome   building  when   it  was 
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erected,  comparatively  few  years  ago.  The  citizens  appreciate  the  fact  that  there  is  urgent  need 
of  a  new  high  school  building,  and  they  propose  to  have  one  as  soon  as  circumstances  will  per- 
mit, but  they  have  been  supplying  greatly  increased  accommodations  in  the  way  of  grammar  and 
primary  school  buildings,  and  so  have  postponed  the  erection  of  a  high  school,  for  when  they 
build  one  it  is  not  to  be  a  mere  makeshift  affair  to  supply  present  needs,  biit  will  be  a  building 
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worthy  of  the  Maiden  of  the  future.  The  Maplewood  grammar  school  and  the  Faiilkuer  school 
are  types  of  the  sort  of  school  buildings  that  Maiden  is  erecting  nowadays ;  and  in  the  arrange- 
ment and  equipment  of  both  buildings  excellent  and  ample  provision  has  been  made  for  the 
safety,  health  and  convenience  of  the  scholars. 

So  many  cities  and  towns  claim  to  have  schools  that  are  unsurpassed,  if  not  unequalled,  that  we 
have  no  intention  of  enlarging  upon  the  excellence  and  thoroughness  of  the  education  given  in 
Maiden.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  in  college,  in  business  and  in  social  life,  those  who  have  attended 
the  Maiden  schools  seem  to  have  no  special  difficulty  in  satisfactorily  performing  the  duties 
devolving  upon  them ;  and  the  opinion  the  people  have  of  the  schools  here  is  indicated  by  the 
difficulty^the  citizens  have  in  increasing  the  accommodations  with  sufficient  rapidity. 
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There  is  au  evening  school  and  an  evening  drawing  school,  both  of  which  are  well  attended 
and  are  doing  most  excellent  work.  The  public  liljrary  is  very  closely  ideutified  with  Maiden's 
educational  system,  and  is  visited,  between  the  moruiug  and  afternoon  sessions  and  after  school 
is  over,  by  many  pupils  who  there  find  most  valuable  aid ;  it  being  given  not  only  by  the  books 
but  also  by  the  attendants,  who  evidently  take  pleasure  in  making  the  library  as  useful  as  they 
possibly  can.  Evenings,  and  now  on  Sunday  too,  the  librarj'  is  largely  occupied  by  those  who 
come  there  for  instruction  ;  and  it  is  safe  to  say  there  is  not  a  school  in  Maiden,  or  in  any  other 
city,  that  is  doing  more  valualjle  and  effective  educational  work  than  is  the  Maiden  public  library.

Even  the  most  extended  verbal  description  of  a  citj-  cannot  give  a  complete  and  satisfactory 
idea  of  its  appearance,  its  advantages,  etc.,  and  tliisis  especiall_y  the  case  with  a  city  such  as  Maiden, 
for  its  surface  is  so  varied,  and  the  conditions  are  so  different  from  those  present  in  the  conventional 
city  that  there  is  but  one  way  to  appreciate  it,  and  that  is  to  visit  it  in  person.  From  one  point  of 
view  Maiden  may  be  divided  into  three  sections,  meadow,  plateau,  and  highlands, — but  such  a 
division  would  be  apt  to  give  one  an  erroneous  idea  of  the  city,  although  it  is  imquestionably  true 
that  there  are  meadows  in  one  part  of  Maiden,  elevated  plains  in  another  and  hills  in  another. 
In  the  southern  and  southwestern  jDarts  of  the  city  are  meadows  ;  the  city  proper  is  built  upon  a 
jDlain  which  gradually  rises  as  it  extends  towards  Maplewood  and  Linden,  and  north  and  north- 
east of  the  city  proper  are  rocky  and  wooded  hills  that  skirt  the  residential  part  of  Maiden  and 
add  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  the  city.  From  the  eminence  of  these  hills  may  be  seen  views  that 
are  beautiful,  extensive  and  varied ;   and  that  take  m  ocean  and  bay;   pond  and  stream;  field 
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and  forest.  Near  bj  are  the  Middlesex  Fells, — one  of  the  wildest  and  loveliest  regions  in  the  old 
Bay  State — and  the  present  indications  are  that  this  region  will  not  be  marred  by  the  "  improve- 
ments "  arising  from  great  increase  of  population  in  its  vicinity,  for  it  will  be  protected  by  the 
commonwealth  and  become  one  of  the  great  park  lands  which  are  now  being  picked  out.  The 
nearness  of  the  Fells,  and  the  many  other  attractions  in  this  vicmity,  make  driving  and  walking 
in- and  about  Maiden  one  of  the  strongest  charms  of  the  city,  and  commend  it  especially  to  those 
who  cannot  spare  the  time  consumed  by  a  "  summer  vacation."     There  are  scenes  in  and  near  to 
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Maiden  that  would  be  made  famous  by  earnest  eulogy  were  they  visible  only  in  the  White  Moun- 
tains or  some  other  famous  siimmer  resort,  and  if  any  of  our  readers  doubt  this  let  them  visit  the 
Maiden  Public  Library  and  examine  the  various  photographs  there  exhibited  of  views  in  the  Fells 
and  neighboring  points. 

SOCIETIES. 


There  are  many  societies  in  Maiden,  the  long  list  including  what  are  known  as  "secret"  orders, 
social  organizations,  charitable  organizations,  insurance  societies,  and  temperance  clubs. 

The  Masonic  Building  is  the  handsomest  biisiness  block  in  the  citj-,  and  the  street  floor  is 
divided  up  into  many  spacious  stores,  while  the  upper  floors  are  utilized  by  important  societies, 
and  also  for  office  purposes,  "  social  events,"  etc.  The  Maiden  Post  Office  is  in  this  building  and 
there  is  another  post  office  at  Linden,  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city.  Of  cor^rse  there  are  letter 
boxes,  mail  delivery,  etc.,  in  Maiden,  and  the  service  is  prompt,  fi-eqiient  and  very  reliable. 
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The  T.  M.  C.  A.,  organized  in  December,  1885,  lias  its  rooms  in  tlie  Masonic  Building,  and 
like  all  similar  organizations  throughout  the  country  is  accomplishing  a  great  deal  and  doing  it 
quietly  and  modestly.  The  membership  is  extensive  aud  it  is  steadily  increasing,  for  the  more 
generally  the  principles  and  objects  of  this  association  are  known  the  more  truly  popular  it 
becomes.  The  Masonic  Building  is  also  the  headquarters  of  the  Maiden  Board  of  Trade,  which 
was  organized  in  Febriaary,  1889.  Connected  with  it  are  the  mo>t  prominent  and  active  of 
Maiden's  business  men;   and  it  goes  without  saying  that  it  has  done  aud  is  doing  much  for  the 
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advancement  of  the  best  interests  of  the  city.  The  subjects  discussed  at  the  regular  meetings 
are  such  as  to  conclusively  prove  that  the  members  by  no  means  confine  their  interest  to  more  or 
lessjDetty  local  affairs;  they  appreciate  the  fact  that  neighboring  communities — especially  those 
that  will  some  day  make  up  the  "  greater  Boston  " — cannot  afford  to  ignore  the  rights  and  the 
just  privileges  of  their  neighbors,  and  that  "  Union  is  strength  "  municipal  as  truly  as  in  national 
government.  One  result  of  this  is  that  the  meetings  are  of  great  interest  to  non-residents,  as  well 
as  to  residents  of  Maiden,  and  they  are  doing  much  to  help  in  the  satisfactory  solution  of  the 
great  problems  which  are  now  occupying  the  attention  of  thinking  men  throughout  the  great 
Boston  suburban  reaion.

Descriptive  Sketch  of  Wakefield. 

UST  a  quarter  of  a  century  has  elapsed  since  the  town  of  Wakefieltl  was 
given  its  present  name,  and  it  is  so  thorougblj-  modern  a  town,  contains 
such  beautiful  buildings,  such  extensiA^e  and  efficient  institutions,  pos- 
sesses such  exceptional  facilities  for  transportation,  and  contains  so  large 
a  proportion  of  beautiful  residences  embodj'ing  the  latest  developments 
of  modern  architecture,  that  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  this  is  one  of  the 
oldest  towns  in  New  England,  aud  that  the  first  settlement  in  it  was  made 
some  two  hundred  and  fifty-four  years  ago. 
Yet  such  is  the  fact,  and  a  still  more  surprising  fact  to  those  who  are  familiar  only  with  the 
Wakefield  of  to-day  is  that  this  town  was  originally  practically  a  part  of  Lynn,  and  was  given  the 
name  of  Lynn  Village.  The  settlement  of  the  township  of  Lynn  was  begun  in  1629,  and  ten  years 
later  some  of  the  inhabitants  petitioned  the  General  Court  for  a  place  for  an  inland  plantation  at 
the  head  of  their  bounds,  which  at  that  time  included  the  territory  now  occupied  by  Saugus  and 
Lynnfield,  although  no  settlement  had  been  made  therein.  The  petition  was  granted,  and  in  1639 
the  General  Court  gave  to  the  town  of  Lynn  a  tract  of  land  estimated  to  be  four  miles  square, 
and  including  substantially  the  territory  now  occupied  by  Wakefield  and  Beading. 

In  1640  the  Court  ordered  that  Lynn  Tillage  should  be  exempt  from  taxation  as  soon  as 
seven  hoirses  should  be  built,  and  seven  families  settled ;  and  in  1644  it  was  ordered  that  Ltou 
Village  should  take  the  name  of  "  Eedding," — this  order  being  the  act  of  incorporation  of  the 
original  to-wni  of  Reading.  During  the  first  period  in  the  town's  history  its  name  was  spelled 
"  Redding,"  but  it  was  derived  from  Reading,  England,  whence  some  of  the  first  settlers  of  Lynn 
Village  emigrated.  ;  All  the  early  settlements  in  the  town  of  Reading  were  made  in  Wakefield, 
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and  on  or  near  tlie  banks  of  Lake  Quanapowitt,  or  the  "  Great  Pond,"  as  tliey  called  it  in  those 
nnpoetical  days,  this  part  of  the  town  being  given  the  preference  as  it  was  comparatively  easj^  to 
cultivate,  the  east  and  south  shores  of  the  lake  not  being  heavily  wooded  and  having  been  util- 
ized by  the  red  men  for  the  growing  of  Indian  corn.  Although  this  region  was  a  favorite  with 
the  Indians  by  reason  of  its  advantages  for  hunting  and  fishing,  and  its  great  natural  beatity, 
the  coming  of  the  white  men  was  not  followed  by  war,  for  the  land  was  boiight  from  the  original 
proprietors ;  and  in  this  connection  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  only  one  of  the  five  Indians  who 
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signed  the  deed  transferring  this  territory  to  the  whites  who  could  write  his  name,  was  James 
Quanopohit  or  "  Quanapowitt,"  to  use  oin-  latter-day  spelling,  as  the  other  four  all  "  made  their 
marks."  In  1651  the  area  of  the  town  was  increased  by  a  grant  of  land  two  miles  square,  con- 
stituting practically  what  is  now  the  town  of  North  Eeading,  and  in  1713  that  was  incorporated 
as  a  distinct  parish  and  was  given  the  name  of  the  JSIorth  Precinct  of  Beading ;  the  remainder  of 
the  town  being  known  as  the  First  Parish.  The  next  change  was  made  in  1769,  when  the  north- 
westerly part  of  the  First  Parish  (known  as  "  Woodend,"  on  account  of  its  being  the  most 
heavily  wooded  part  of  the  town)  was  incorporated  as  a  separate  parish  under  the  name  of  the 
West  Parish  of  Eeading,  this  being  the  first  step  towards  the  building  up  of  the  present  town  of 
Reading.  But  all  these  incorporations  were  simply  parochial,  and  the  territory  now  covered  by 
Wakefield,  Beading  and  North  Beading  was  all  withm  the  old  town  of  Beadmg  until  1812,  when 
the  First,  or  South  Parish,  was  incorporated  as  a  new  town  and  given  the  name  of  South  Bead- 
ing. This  division  was  brought  about  by  local  differences  of  opinion  on  a  national  subject,  for 
the  residents  of  the  First  Parish  were  heartily  in  favor  of  the  War  of  1812,  and  the  majority  of 
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those  residing  in  other  parts  of  the  town  were  as  heartily  opposed  to  it.  Old  Eeading  made  a 
most  favorable  record  during  the  Revolution,  and  the  patriotic  spirit  that  animated  the  towns- 
people during  the  "  times  that  tried  men's  souls "  had  by  no  means  been  lessened  since  the 
country  gained  the  independence  they  fought  so  hard  for,  but  while  all  the  townsmen  resented 
the  insults  that  England  had  offered  to  the  new  republic,  some  of  them  thought  that  it  was  inad- 
visable to  go  to  war  in  order  to  secure  a  cessation  of  and  an  atonement  for  them,  while  the  rest 
warmly  advocated  armed  resistance  and  soi;ght  and  obtained  the  separation  of  their  part  of  the 
town  fi'om  the  parts  occupied  by  those  who  opposed  them  so  stronglj^  on  the  question  of  how 
best  to  maintain  the  independence  and  dignity  of  the  nation. 

The  new  town  of  South  Eeading  had  a  population  of  about  800,  a  valuation  of  1100,000, 
and  contained  125  dwellings.  It  was  prosperous  from  the  beginnmg,  and  during  the  30  years 
following  its  incorporation  the  population  and  valuation  were  nearly  doubled.  But  the  progress 
made  during  the  next  decade  was  destined  to  be  far  greater  than  that  made  during  any  preced- 
ing period  in  the  town's  history,  and  it  was  brought  about  almost  entirely  by  the  advantages 
arising  from  great  improvement  in  transportation  facilities  ;  the  Boston  and  Maine  E.  E.  being 
extended  through  South  Eeading  in  18i4,  and  being  opened  for  business  between  Boston  and 
Wilmington  in  1845.  The  year  1844  is  also  notable  on  account  of  a  reunion  held  by  the  resi- 
dents of  all  the  Eeadings  to  celebrate  the  two-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  incorporation  of  the 
old  town.  Some  idea  of  the  rapidity  of  South  Beading's  growth  immediately  after  the  opening 
of  the  railroad  may  be  obtained  from  the  fact  that  the  increase  in  population  from  the  year  1840 
to  1850  was  900,  as  compared  with  an  increase  of  206  from  1830  to  1840.  It  was  estimated 
that  this  town  would  furnish  about  30  passengers  a  day,  but  that  estimate  was,  to  say  the  least, 
somewhat  conservative,  for  in  1848  there  was  an  average  of  146  daily  passengers  to  all  points. 
At  present  there  are  not  less  than  1,500  passengers  to  and  from  Boston  alone  ;  not  to  mention 
the  many  who  travel  to  other  points. 

In  1840  the  population  was  1,517 ;  in  1860  it  was  3,207,  and  in  1865  it  was  3,244,— the  lack  of 
increase  during  the  latter  period  being  of  course  due  to  the  rebellion.  The  present  population 
is  about  7,500,  and  it  is  steadily  and  rapidly  increasing,  as  Wakefield  offers  so  many  advantages 
as  a  place  of  residence  that  it  now  holds  a  leaduig  position  among  that  class  of  subiu'ban  towns 
that  are  popular  among  those  who  exercise  the  most  discretion  in  the  choice  of  a  home. 

The  opening  of  the  B/Dston  and  Maine  R.  E.  greatly  stimulated  the  industries  and  trade  of 
the  town,  and  it  soon  became  an  important  manufacturing  centre.  The  rattan  works  were 
estabhshed  in  1856,  and  this  is  indeed  a  most  important  event  in  the  history  of  the  town  as  it 
was  the  inauguration  not  only  of  what  was  destined  to  become  an  enormous  industry,  but  of 
the  successful  business  career  of  the  late  Cyrus  Wakefield,  who  greatly  promoted  not  only  the 
material  prosperity  but  the  best  interests  of  the  town,  directly  and  indirectly. 

The  record  of  South  Eeading  during  the  rebellion  was  worthy  of  a  town  that  owed  its  bii-th 
to  the  determination  of  its  people  to  fight  for  the  support  of  the  government.  More  than  500 
men  served  in  the  army  and  navy,  and  more  than  60  of  them  gave  up  their  lives  for  their 
country.  All  the  calls  of  the  nation  were  exceeded,  and  so  active  a  part  did  the  men  from  this 
town  take  in  the  fierce  and  prolonged  struggle  for  the  jDreservation  of  the  Union  that  the  pages 
of  history  bear  their  names  as  those  of  men  "who  helped  open  the  Mississippi,  who  were  present 
at  Vicksburg,  Port  Hudson,  New  Orleans  and  Mobile,  who  saw  the  starry  flag  as  it  ascended 
Missionary  Eidge,  and  witnessed  the  flight  of  Bragg  and  his  host ;  who  marched  from  Atlanta  to 
the  sea,  and  who  were  among  those  who  so  long  struggled  between  Wasliington  and  Eichmond, 
and  who  at  last  saw  the  rebel  flag  go  down  upon  the  Appomattox." 

After  the  war  there  came  a  period  of  extraordinary  activity,  and  the  population  and  wealth 
of  the  town  increased  with  phenomenal  rapidity.     The  population  in  1865  was  3,244  :   in  1875  it 
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was  5,349.  During  the  same  decade  the  valuation  increased  from  $1,778,786  to  $4,706,056. 
This  great  growth  rendered  increased  accommodations  necessary,  and  the  erection  of  a  new 
town  hall  was  proposed,  but  before  any  definite  action  was  taken  in  the  matter,  .Cyrus  Wakefield, 
the  founder  and  proprietor  of  the  rattan  works,  came  forward  and  offered  to  build  a  costly  struc- 
ture at  his  own  expense,  and  present  it  to  the  town. 

The  townspeople  voted  to  accept  the  offer,  and  so   highly  did  they  appreciate  Mr.  Wake- 
field's generosity  and  pulilic  spirit  that  at  the  same  meeting  they  voted  to  ask  the  General  Court 
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for  authority  to  change  the  name  of  the  town  to  Wakefield.  The  necessary  legal  action  was 
taken,  the  name  was  cnangea  July  1st,  1868,  and  a  grand  celebration  occurred  July  4th,  which 
was  doubly  an  "Independence  Day"  celebration,  for  it  commemorated  not  only  the  independence 
of^the  nation,',but  also  the  independence  of  the  town.  The  old  name  South  Reading  was  highly 
honored  by  the  [townspeople,  but  it  was  not  considered  entirely  appropriate,  as  it  indicated  a 
subsidiary  position,  which  was  far  from  being  the  true  condition  of  a  self-reliant,  wealthy  and 
rapidly  growing  community.  At  this  time,  and  for  a  decade  and  more  afterwards,  Wakefield 
M'as  essentially  a  manufacturing  centre,  and  to-day  it  contains  some  vast  establishments  which 
hold  a  leading  position  among  the  industries  of  this  country  on  account  of  the  quality  and  quan- 
tity of  their  products,  but  of  late  j^ears  the  main  development  of  this  beautiful  town  has  been 
broi;ght  about  by  its  great  advantages  as  a  place  of  residence,  and  the  prospects  of  Wakefield 
were  never  brighter  than  they  now  are. 
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WAKEFIELD    TO-DAY. 

Just  ten  miles  north  from  the  business  centre  of  the  city  of  Boston  is  tlie  business  centre  of 
as  beautiful,  healthy  and  prosperous  a  town  as  can  be  found  in  all  New  England — the  town  of 
Wakefield.  The  history  of  the  origin  and  development  of  this  town  may  be  roughly  divided 
into  three  periods ;  the  first  being  the  period  of  development  on  account  of  the  advantages  offered 
as  a  farming  region  ;  the  second,  the  period  of  advancement  by  reason  of  the  advantages  offered 
as  a  manufacturing  centre,  and  the  third,  the  period  of  growth  as  a  residential  town.  Wakefield 
has  but  entered  upon  the  third  and  last  period  of  her  development,  and  yet  has   already  made 
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such  progress  that  there  is  no  room  for  doubt  that  the  results  attained  during  this  stage  of  her 
growth  will  as  far  surpass  those  attained  during  the  manufacturing  period  as  did  her  growth  at 
that  time  exceed  her  growth  as  an  agricultural  community. 

And  certainly  there  is  no  reason  why  Wakefield  shoiild  not  long  continue  to  rapidly 
increase  in  population,  even  assuming  that  her  growth  as  an  industrial  centre  has  reached  its 
limit,  and  that  about  all  the  additions  made  to  local  industrial  plants  in  the  future  will  be  for 
the  purpose  of  supplying  additional  local  needs.  The  town  is  singularlj'  favored  as  regards  its 
possession  of  natural  and  artificial  advantages,  and  indeed  it  offers  so  many  advantages  as  a 
place  of  residence  that  merely  a  list  of  them,  read  by  persons  iinacquainted  with  the  town, 
would  lead  them  to  believe  that  the  compiler  of  that  list  had  a  much  stronger  imagination  than 
he  had  love  of  truth.  Examine,  for  instance,  the  following  list  of  only  the  most  prominent  char- 
acteristics of  Wakefield  :

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Healthful  and  beautiful  locatior.  Exceptionally  satisfactory  railway  facilities.  Good  and 
rapidly  improving  street  car  service.  An  ample  supply  of  exceptionally  pure  water.  Complete 
system  of  fire  protection.  Excellent  scliools  and  an  admirable  public  library,  comprehensive 
system  of  gas  and  electric  lighting.  A  beautiful  and  spacious  Central  Park.  Many  stores  and 
moderate  prices.     Low-priced  land  and  reasonable  rents. 

Now,  that  is  but  an  incomplete  list  of  the  attractions  of  this  town,  and  yet  it  is  safe  to  assert 
that  very  few  towns  in  the  State  can  honestly  present  a  similar  list,  for  in  the  gi-eat  majority  of 
cases  some  serious  defects  in  accommodations  materially  weaken  the  inducements  offered. 
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The  township  of  Wakefield  is  very  irregular  in  shape  and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Eead- 
ing"'and  Lynnfield,  on  the  east  by  Lynnfield  and  Saugus,  on  the  south  by  Meh-ose,  and  on  the 
west  by  Stoneham  and  Eeading.  It  has  quite  a  large  area,  but  the  business  portion  of  the  town 
is  compact,  and  yet  there  is  no  approach  to  that  close  and  crowded  appearance  that  so  seriously 
mars  the  effect  of  many  business  sections.  Indeed,  the  view  from  the  upper  end  of  Wakefield 
business  centre  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  the  town,  for  the  scene,  as  you  stand  in  Central 
Park  and  look  northward  over  the  broad  expanse  of  Lake  Quanapowitt,  is  far  too  attractive  to 
be  easily  forgotten,  and  when  yoii  look  to  the  left  and  note  the  striking  eff>  ct  of  the  magnificent 
church  building  with  the  beauties  of  its  harmonious  proportions  emphasized  by  the  exceptional 
advantages  of  location,  you  cannot  fail  to  agree  with  that  pastor  of  by-gone  days  who  said, 
"  This  is,  indeed,  a  most  fair  town  to  live  in." 

Between  Lake  Quanapowitt  on  the  north  and  Crystal  Lake  on  the  soiith  is  the  "  business" 
Wakefield,  these  lakes  being  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  apart  and  being  separated  by  a 
stretch  of  level  land,  while  on  both  sides  of  each  are  gently  rising  hills,  some  surmounted  by 
beautiful  residences  and  all  commanding  lovely  views  and  offering  many  and  imjDortant  attrac- 
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tions  to  those  seeking  building  sites  tliat  ensure  liim  who  iitilizes  them  pure  air,  beautiful  scen- 
ery and  a  thoroughly  healthf  al  location,  and  yet  are  so  situated  as  to  render  it  easy  to  secure  all 
the  modern  conveniences. 

RAILr<OAD     FACILITIES. 

Of  course  the  first  thing  to  be  considered  in  the  choice  of  a  suburban  town  as  a  place  of 
residence  is  the  railroad  service,  for  "  time  is  money,"  and  comparatively  few  can  afford  to  spend 
a  great  deal  of  time  in  going  to  and  from  their  places  of  business,  or  in  "  waiting  for  trains," 
even  if  they  are  partially  repaid  by  having  a  home  in  a  healthful  and  beautiful  place,  where  the 
cost  of  living  is  comparatively  low,  and  metropolitan  dirt  and  tiirmoil  are  unknown.  Well,  the 
railroad  service  of  Wakefield  is  so  far  superior  to  that  of  the  average  subiirban  town  that  com- 
parisons are  odious,  and  we  will  simj^ly  say  that  Wakefield  holds  the  leading  position  in  this  im- 
portant respect.  The  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  (Western  Division)  has  six  stations  in  the  town, 
and  rans  forty  Boston  trains  each  way  daily  ;  the  first  train  leaving  Wakefield  at  4:35  a.  m.  and  the 
last  train  leaving  Boston  at  11:25  p.  m.,  while  the  trains  between  these  extreme  points  are  so 
arranged  as  to  excellently  accommodate  the  many  and  varied  needs  of  the  traveling  public. 
And  they  are  liberally  patronized  too,  for  there  are  more  than  1,500  passengers  daily  to  and  fi-om 
the  Hub,  and  there  is  a  marked  increase  in  the  passenger  traffic  every  year.  The  average  run- 
ning time  of  Boston  trains  is  Jbalf  an  hour,  and  the  fastest  trains  cover  the  distance  in  just 
twenty  minutes.  All  the  regular  patrons  of  the  road  take  advantage,  of  course,  of  the  hundred- 
ride  ticket  rates,  the  fare  being  but  eleven-and-a-half  cents.  But  the  Boston  service — excellent 
as  it  is — is  but  one  department  of  the  comprehensive  railway  service  here  oiiered.  The  Salem 
Branch  and  the  Danvers  and  Newburyport  Railroad  join  the  main  line  at  Wakefield,  and  direct 
communication  is  given  with  Salem,  Newburyport,  Haverhill,  La^TOence,  Lowell,  and  Manchester, 
New  Hampshire. 

The  central  location  of  Wakefield  should  not  be  overlooked  in  summing  up  the  advantages 
of  the  town,  it  being  ten  miles  from  Boston,  eight  miles  from  Lynn,  nine  miles  from  Salem,  fif- 
teen miles  from  Lowell,  fifteen  miles  from  Lawrence,  and  twenty-three  miles  from  HaverhiU. 
The  most  important  of  the  six  stations  within  the  limits  of  the  town  is  a  new,  handsome  and 
commodious  brick  structure,  located  in  the  midst  of  the  business  centre,  and  accessible  by 
electric  cars  from  almost  all  parts  of  AVakefield. 

At  the  present  writing  the  electric  street  railway  system  comprises  a  line  connecting  at 
Stoneham  with  the  Woburn  and  Medford  systems,  and  a  line  to  Melrose  connecting  with  the 
Maiden,  Everett  and  Boston  service  ;  but  progress  in  electric  railway  service  is  now  so  rapid 
that  probably  before  a  year  has  elapsed  the  system  will  include  lines  to  Lynnfield  and  Reading, 
and  also  to  Saugus,  Lynn  and  the  beaches. 

CENTRAL     PARK. 

The  Central  Park  is  most  appropriately  named,  for  it  begins  in  the  very  heart  of  the  town 
and  extends  along  the  eastern  shore  of  Lake  Quanapowitt  for  almost  a  mile.  Of  this  beautiful 
sheet  of  water  Mr.  Sylvester  Baxter  has  written  :  "  Wakefield's  lake,  cherished  and  beaiitiful, 
plays  an  unusually  important  part  in  the  life  of  the  place.  There  is  bathing  in  its  waters,  boat- 
ing, canoeing  and  sailing  on  its  surface  in  the  summer  ;  skating  and  ice-boating  in  the  winter, 
besides  band  concerts,  promenading  and  driving  on  its  shores. 

"  The  view  up  the  lake  deserves  to  rank  among  the  notable  park  scenes  in  the  country.  There 
is  a  vista  of  something  over  a  mile  of  sparkling  blue  water  to  the  northward,  where  white-sailed 
yachts  skim  like  swallows  over  the  surface,  and  row-boats  and  canoes  glide  gracefully  about. 
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"  Beyond  the  end  of  the  lake  cluster  the  roofs  and  spires  of  Eeading,  and,  seemingly  fi-om  the 
midst  of  the  place,  rises  a  great  water  tower.  In  the  distance,  fi-om  across  the  water,  its  high 
and  massive  shaft  tapering  like  that  of  a  mediieval  tun-et,  say  at  Nuremberg,  is  most  impressive, 
and  dominates  the  surrounding  edifices  of  the  town  with"something  of  the  gracejand  majesty  of 
a  great  cathedral  tower  in  an  old-world  city." 

Close  by  the  southern  end  of  Lake  Quanapowitt  is  tlie  Congregational  Church,  a  great 
stone  building  which  is  equaled  in  beauty  and  impressiveuess  by  but  very  few  church  edifices  in 
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the  State.  It  bears  a  tablet  on  which  is  inscribed  "1644-1890,"  those  being  the  dates  of  the 
erection  of  the  first  church  building  in  the  town  and  of  the  present  magnificent  structure.  The 
other  churches  in  the  centre  of  the  town  are  utilized  by  the  Baptist,  Methodist,  Universalist, 
Episcopal  and  Roman  Catholic  denominations  ;  and  at  Greenwood  and  Montrose — which  are 
suburbs  of  Wakefield — are  several  more  churches. 

The  most  famous  public  building  is  the  spacious  and  elegant  Town  Hall,  which  was  pre- 
sented to  the  town  by  the  late  Cyrus  Wakefield,  and  is  a  far  more  substantial  and  completely 
equipped  stracture  than  many  a  city  has  for  municipal  use. 

Some  of  the  business  blocks  will  also  compare  favorably  with  modern  city  edifices,  and  the 
High  School  building,  Hamilton  School  building  and  the  Wakefield  passenger  station  are  all 
structures  that  do  credit  to  the  beautiful  toAvn  they  are  in. 
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The  samo  may  be  said  of  the  Wakefield  educational  facilities,  as  the  schools  are  carefully 
graded  and  are  in  charge  of  thoroughly  competent  and  progressive  teachers,  who  are  not  only 
faithful  in  the  performance  of  their  responsible  duties,  but  are  unhampered  by  enforced 
adherence  to  the  by-gone  methods  which  are  still  insisted  upon  by  those  controlling  the  educa- 
tional system  of  some  towns. 

The  school  buildings  are  spacious  and  substantial,  and  are  rendered  healthful  and  secure  by 
the  use  of  the  most  improved  means  of  heating,  ventilating  and  lighting,  and  of  protection 
against  fire,  and  of  facilities   for 
escape.      A  well-managed  Public 

Library  of  more  than  11,000  vol-       '  j 

i^mes,  and  a  Pitblic  Reading 
Eoom  supphed  with  the  best  cur- 
rent hterature,  practically  as  well  f-*^ 
as  theoretically  open  to  all,  are  by 
no  means  unimportant  features  of 
Wakefield's  educational  facilities, 
and  mention  shoidd  also  be  made 
of  the  Sweetser  Lectiire  Fimd, 
held  by  the  town,  for  that  is  so 
utilized  as  to  provide  for  instruc- 
tive and  entertaining  lectures 
every  year  at  prices  of  admission 
so  low  as  to  be  within  the  means 
of  all.  Nor  should  the  local  press 
be  forgotten  in  this  connection, 
for  although  Wakefield,  like  all 
live    towns,    depends    upon    the 

metropolitan  press  for  news  from  all  over  the  world,  it  makes  liberal  use  of  the  excellent  service 
rendered  by  the  two  able  weekly  newspapers — The  Wakefield  Citizen  and  Banner  and  The 
Wakefield  Record. 

News  and  postal  accommodations  are  intimately  related,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to 
say  that  the  postal  service  of  Wakefield  is  comprehensive  and  efficient.  There  are  three  post 
offices  in  town,  and  from  the  central  office  there  is  a  free  dehvery  system,  seven  mails  being  sent 
out  each  day.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  add  that  the  telegraph  and  telephone  services  are  also 
fully  up  to  the  times. 

An  electric  fire-alarm  system  extends  throughout  the  town,  and  there  seems  to  be  very  little 
chance  of  the  occurrence  of  an  extensive  conflagration,  for  the  water  service  is  excellent,  the  fire 
department  is  well  equipped  and  efficiently  managed,  and  the  large  manufacturing  establish- 
ments are  suppHed  with  extensive  facihties  for  fire  fighting.  There  are  about  one  hundred 
hydrants  and  several  hose  companies  ;  also  a  hook  and  ladder  company,  a  powerful  steam  fire 
engine,  a  chemical  engine,  a  volunteer  company  and  engine,  the  celebrated  old  "  Yale "  hand 
engine,  and  seventy  Johnson  pumps  distributed  about  the  town  and  all  ready  for  business  at 
once. 

The  water  is  taken  from  Crystal  Lake  and  is  superior,  both  as  regards  purity  and  flavor,  to 
two-thirds  of  the  numerous  spring  waters  with  which  the  market  is  now  filled  on  account  of  the 
popular  distrust  of  the  average  town  or  city  water  supply.     This  lake  is  so  situated  as  to  be 
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absohitely  free  from  contamination  and  is  capable  of  furnishing  5,000,000  gallons  of  pure  water 
a  day.  Should  this  not  be  enough  to  supply  the  rapidly  growing  town,  connection  can  easily  be 
made  with  a  larger  lake,  so  there  is  no  fear  of  Wakefield  people  being  troubled  by  one  of  those 
"  water  famines  "  which  of  late  years  have  become  so  prevalent  in  Boston's  suburbs. 

The  streets  of  Wakefield  are  kept  in  excellent  condition  and  the  sidewalks  of  the  town  are 
also  decidedly  superior  to  the  average ;  concrete  being  very  largely  used,  and  the  concrete  walks 
being  by  no  means  confined  to  the_,business  centre.  The  streets  are  well  lighted,  and  Wakefield 
will  soon  be  a  better  illuminated  town  than  ever,  for  the  town  has  voted  to  purchase  the  plant  of 
the  company  which  has  thus  far  furnished  gas  and  electricity ;  and  not  only  the  streets  and  pub- 
lic buildings,  but  the  stores  and  residences  will  be  lighted  by  the  to^vTi ;  and  the  experience  of 
other  communities  justifies  the  prediction  that  the  service  -will  be  more  satisfactory  and  the 
expense  less  than  ever  before. 

The  brilliant  appearance  of  the  business  section  during  the  evening  is  of  itself  enough  to  in- 
dicate that  there  is  a  goodly  number  of  stores  in  town  and  tliat  they  are  carried  on  by  wide- 
awake busmess  men  who  cater  to  home  trade,  and  hence  have  every  reason  to  render  steadily 
reliable  service.  They  recognize  the  fact  that  they  must  compete  with  Boston  houses  who  are 
aided  by  the  fondness  which  some  persons  have  for  doing  their  buying  in  a  great  city,  and  con- 
sequently at  the  representative  Wakefield  stores  are  goods  shown  and  prices  quoted  that 
afford  convincing  evidence  that  nothing  is  gained  and  time  is  lost  by  patronizing  Boston  houses 
instead  of  making  use  of  the  excellent  service  here  offered.  A  national  bank,  a  savings  bank,  and 
a  co-operative  bank  afford  first-class  financial  accommodations. 

There  is  a  large  amount  of  very  desirable  building  land  in  nearly  all  parts  of  the  town,  and 
it  would  be  absurd  to  intimate  that  those  who  do  not  secure  sites  at  once  will  have  difficulty  in 
securing  any  at  all  in  a  few  years  ;  but  it  would  be  equally  absurd  to  deny  that  the  price  of 
land  in  this  rapidly  grooving  town  will  never  be  lower  than  it  is  now,  and  the  prospects  are  thai> 
money  expended  in  the  purchase  of  Wakefield  real  estate  will  be  not  only  safely  but  profitably 
invested. 

As  regards  the  advantages  offered  by  Wakefield  as  a  "  home  town  "  it  may  be  trathfully 
said  that  this  community  will  make  a  most  favorable  showing  as  a  result  of  the  most  thorough 
investigation  that  could  possibly  be  made.  Of  Wakefield  it  has  been  said  :  "  She  stands  ready 
every  day  in  the  year  to  extend  a  cordial  welcome  and  invitation  to  good  men  and  women,  of 
every  name  and  race,  to  cast  their  lot  within  her  borders,  and  help  make  her  more  and  more 
a  centre  of  intelligence,  virtue  and  enterprise,  a  place  of  beauty,  a  city  of  homes." 

And  that  is  jiist  what  the  Wakefield  of  the  future  will  be, — a  city  of  homes.  Every  year  it  is 
becoming  more  generally  appreciated  that  a  great  mercantile  and  manufacturing  city  is  not  a  titi 
place  for  a  real  home,  and  that  the  advantages  of  a  town  like  Wakefield  as  a  place  of  residence 
are  so  many  and  important  that  no  family  that  is  in  a  position  to  utilize  them  can  afford  to  ne- 
glect to  do  so.  So  the  future  Wakefield  will  be  a  veritable  city  of  homes,  and  by  both  the -num- 
ber and  the  character  of  her  population  will  be  entitled  to  a  leading  position  among  the  prosper- 
ous and  influential  communities  of  the  old  Bay  State.

Descriptive  Sketch   of  Stoneham. 


EBKUAKY  7th,  1632,  it  rained.  We  know  tliat  becaiise  it  is  recorded  that  on 
that  day  Governor  Winthrop  and  others  visited  Spot  Pond  and  Bear  Hill 
"  from  which  there  is  a  fair  prospect,  but  it  being  then  close  and  rainy,  they 
could  see  but  a  short  distance."  The  beautiful  sheet  of  water  was  named 
"  Spot  Pond  "  because  it  contained  "  some  islands  of  about  one  acre,  and  very 
thick  with  trees  of  pine  and  birch,  and  divers  small  rocks  standing  up  in  it," 
and  with  equal  felicity  the  exploring  party  named  the  north  part  of  Bear  Hill  "  Cheese  Rock," 
because  "when  they  went  there  to  eat  somewhat  they  had  onlj*  cheese,  because  of  the  Governor's 
man  forgetting  for  haste  to  put  up  some  bread."  Happily  the  name  "  Cheese  Eock  "  has  long 
since  been  foi-gotten,  and  it  would  have  been  well  if  the  name  "  Spot  Pond"  had  also  been  suc- 
ceeded by  one  more  fitting,  for  that  trivial  name  is  utterly  unworthy  of  one  of  the  largest  and 
most  pictiiresqi;e  ponds  in  the  beautiful  "  Bay  State."  Governor  Winthrop  and  his  companions 
were  the  first  white  men  who  visited  the  territory  which  was  destined  to  become  a  part  of  Stone- 
bam,  and  it  is  not  known  exactly  when  the  first  permanent  settlement  was  made  within  the  limits  of 
the  future  town,  but  it  was  probably  not  until  many  years  after  the  Governor's  visit,  for  nearly  half 
a  century  later,  or  in  1678,  the  only  inhabitants  were  Thomas  Gery,  John  Gould,  Sr.„John  Gould, 
Jr.,  AVilliam  Rogers,  Thomas  Cutler  and  Matthew  Smith.  The  birth  of  Stoneham  may  be  said  to 
Lave  occurred  in  1725,  for  it  was  then  that  the  town  was  incorporated,  it  having  previously  been 
a  part  of  Charlestown,  beaiing  the  significant  title  of  "  Charlestown  End."  But  it  was  more  truly 
a  part  of  Reading  than  of  Charlestown,  although  within  Charlestown's  limits,  for  the  early 
settlements  were  made  in  the  northeast  part  of  the  town  so  as  to  secure  the  advantages  arising 
from  the  comparative  nearness  of  the  meeting  house  and  block  house  of  Reading  (now  Wake- 
field), as  the  great  distance  of  the  Charlestown  meeting  house  and  the  absence  of  roads  made  it 
practically  inaccessible  to  the  residents  of  Charlestown  End. 

The  early  growth  of  the  community  was  very  slow  and  consequently  many  years  elapsed 
before  the  members  of  it  felt  justified  in  asking  to  be  separated  fi'om  the  parent  town,  but  as  the 
people  of  Reading  naturally  objected  to  continuously  sharing  the  benefits  of  their  public  institu- 
tions with  neighbors  who  did  not  contribute  anything  towards  their  support,  and  as  the  peo^ile 
of  Charlestown  End  thought  it  wrong  for  them  to  help  to  pay  for  institutions  in  Charlestown  that 
they  could  not  make  use  of,  they  asked  the  town  to  release  them,  but  the  request  was  refused. 
The  General  Court  was  then  appealed  to,  and  the  result  was  that  in  December,  1725,  there  was 
"  set  off  and  constituted  a  separate  township  by  the  name  of  Stoneham." 

The  first  to  wn  meeting  was  held  December  24th,  1725,  and  it  was  then  voted  to  obtain  a 
minister  and  to  make  arrangements  for  the  building  of  a  meeting  house.  At  that  timfe  there 
were  not  more  than  fift}'  houses  in  the  entire  town,  and  these  were  so  scattered  about  that  even 
the  beginning  of  a  village  was  not  visible.  The  taxable  male  inhabitants  numbered  sixty -five  and 
the  total  popiilation  was  probably  about  two  hundred  and  seventy -five.  For  more  than  a  century 
following  her  incorporation  Stoneham  was  essentially  an  agricultural  community,  and  practically 
the  only  industries  carried  on  were  those  required  by  local  needs,  the  townspeople  being  truly 
self-sujjporting,  as  they  built  their  own  houses,  made  their  own  clothing, — fabric  and  all, — sup- 
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plied  themselves  with  food,  provided  religious  teaching  and  "  common  schooling,"  and,  in  short 
formed  a  truly  indejjendent  community  that  was  able  and  willing  to  take  care  of  itself,  and  had 
neither  the  time  nor  the  inclination  to  bother  over  the  affairs  of  its  neighbors.  There  was  no 
"  aristocracy"  here.  Stoneham  always  has  been  (and,  let  us  hope,  always  will  be)  a  town  where 
people'  "work  for  a  living"  and  are  not  a  bit  ashamed  of  it.  It  has  always  been  a  social  place, 
and  to-day  probably  has  more  societies  in  proportion  to  population  than  any  other  town  in  the 
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State,  but  "  business  before  pleasure  "  may  be  called  a  typical  Stoneham  motto,  and  it  is  a 
noteworthy  fact  that  the  development  of  the  town,  past  and  present,  has  been  and  is  brought 
about  by  local  enterprise  and  industry,  and  not  by  the  use  of  oiitside  capital  and  energy. 

But,  although  not  dependent  upon  outside  help,  Stoneham  has  never  forgotten  that  it  is  her 
duty  to  render  help  to  the  country  as  a  whole  when  assistance  is  required,  and  the  military 
record  of  the  town  is  one  of  which  the  older  residents  may  well  be  proud,  for  it  affords  the  best 
possible  evidence  that  Stoneham  people  have  the  courage  of  their  convictions,  and  will  fight  hard 
and  spend  money  freely  in  supporting  the  government  that  controls  the  nation.  But  there  is  a 
difference  between  control  and  abuse,  and,  although  the  townsmen  showed  loyalty  to  the  king  by 
their  action  in  the  wars  preceding  the  Revolution,  they  were  prompt  to  resent  the  abuses  which 
brougit  about  the  war,  and  by  the  liberal  use  of  powder  and  lead  they  emphasized  their  opinions 
on  the  subject  of  taxation  without  representation. 
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The  company  of  Stoneliam  minute-men  included  nearly  every  man  in  town  who  was  fit  for 
service,  and  their  first  call  was  given  February  27th,  1775,  when  they  set  out  for  Salem  to  help 
repel  an  attempt  by  the  British  troops  to  seize  some  cannon  there,  but  they  did  not  march  far,  as 
they  learned  that  the  British  had  been  driven  off  and  had  returned  to  Boston. 

This  company  put  in  an  appearance  at  Lexington,  April  19th,  in  time  to  materially  assist  in 
convincing  the  redcoats  that  they  had  an  urgent   engagement  in  Charlestown,  and  the  Stoneliam 
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men  not  only  joined  in  the  pursuit  of  them,  but  also  in  the  besieging  of  them,  some  of  the  Stone- 
ham  Company  being  credited  with  three  weeks'  service.  The  muster  rolls  show  that  Stoneham 
furnished  ninety-eight  men  during  the  Revolution, — a  large  number  considering  the  population  of 
the  town, — and  the  town  expended  a  great  deal  of  money  for  ammunition,  sujjplies,  bounties, 
and  other  "  discouragers  of  hesitancy  "  in  the  progress  of  the  patriot's  caiise.  Some  idea  of  the 
meagreness  of  the  resources  fi'om  which  the  town  had  to  draw  may  be  obtained  from  the  simple 
statement  that  about  the  close  of  the  war  there  were  only  seventy-five  dwelling  houses  and  but' 
eighty-seven  rateable  poUs  in  all  Stoneham.  The  progress  of  the  town  was  very  slow,  and  it  was 
very  difficult  to  carry  the  burden  which  the  Revolution  had  imposed  ^^\)0n  it,  but  still  the  people 
did  not  shrink  from  bearing  their  share  of  the  expense  of  securing  and  maintaining  freedom,  and 
Stoneham  was  prompt  in  the  furnishing  of  men  and  money  for  the  carrying  on  of  the  second  war 
with  England,  the  War  of  1812.  Even  during  the  long  era  of  peace  which  followed  that  struggle, 
the  wealth  and  population  of  Stoneham  increased  but  httle  ;  although  shoe  manufacturing  be- 
came quite  an  imj)ortant  industry  as  early  as  1837,  the  work  being  done  almost  entirely  by  hand 
and  in  little  shojas  or  in  the  homes  of  the  workmen. 

During  the  year  ending  April  1st,  1847,  there  were  manufactured  380,100  pairs  of   shoes, 
and  their  average  value  was  less  than  half  a  dollar  a  pair,  t)ie  total  valuation  being  $184,717. 
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As  this  industry  developed,  the  town  began  to  steadily  increase  in  population,  and  the  changed 
conditions  caused  various  and  radical  changes  in  the  methods  of  living.  The  present  town 
house  was  built  in  1847,  and  for  some  years  a  portion  of  it  was  used  by  the  High  School,  which 
was  carried  ou  there  until  a  short  time  before  the  completion  of  the  present  High  School  building. 
In  1851,  $16,000  was  expended  in  the  building  of  five  school  houses,  and  at  that  time  may  be 
said  to  have  begun  the  caiTying  out  of  the  liberal  policy  which  has  given  Stoneham  an  enviable 
reputation  as  a  town  that  spares  no  reasonable  expense  in  providing  a  comprehensive  education. 
The  PubHc  Library  was  established  in  1859  by  the  consolidation  of  three  small  libraries. 

It  would  seem  as  if  a  people  who  had  just  fairly  entered  upon  an  era  of  prosperity  and  had 
provided  liberally  for  the  educational  and  social  needs  of  the  community  would  be  reluctant  to 
engage  in  a  war  involving  unknown  danger  and  expense,  but  the  people  of  Stoneham  were  among 
the  first  to  take  a  hand  in  the  putting  down  of  the  Rebellion,  and  they  were  as  steadfast  as  they 
were  prompt,  no  town  furnishing  a  larger  niimber  of  men  in  proportion  to  population.  It  has 
often  been  cited  as  a  remarkable  coincidence  that  the  Stoneham  minute-men  took  part  in  the 
first  battle  of  the  Revolution,  April  19tL,  1775,  and  a  Stoneham  company  was  engaged  in  the 
first  skirmish  of  the  Eebellion,  April  19th,  1861. 

The  Stoneham  Light  Infantry  was  Company  C.  of  the  Seventh  Regiment,  and  Captain  Dike 
went  to  the  State  House  and  asked  permission  to  call  out  his  company  in  response  to  President 
Lincoln's  call  for  75,000  vohinteers.  The  permission  was  given,  and  two  days  later  the  company 
was  fighting  a  mob  in  Baltimore  and  forcing  its  way  to  Washington.  Nearly  five  hundred  men 
were  fui-nished  by  Stoneham  during  the  Rebellion,  and  a  large  proportion  of  her  representatives 
participated  in  the  most  active  and  aggressive  campaigns  of  the  war. 

At  this  time — during  the  Rebellion,  and  for  five  or  six  years  after  its  close — Stoneham  was 
one  of  the  most  rapidly  growing  towns  in  the  State,  and  her  population  increased  faster  than  that 
of  any  other  community  in  Middlesex  County,  with  the  exception  of  Cambridge  and  Somerville. 
This  was  due  to  the  enormous  demand  for  manufactured  articles,  and  also  to  the  advantages  of- 
fered by  greatly  improved  facilities  for  transportation,  as  the  wagons  and  stage  coaches  that  had 
thus  far  furnished  the  only  means  of  transportation  had  been  succeeded  by  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad,  running  through  the  eastern  portion  of  the  town,  and  the  Stoneham  Branch  Railroad, 
connecting  with  the  Boston  and  Lowell  at  East  Woburn. 

The  "  reign  of  machinery"  had  commenced.  Hand  labor  was  being  succeeded  by  machine 
work  ;  horses  by  locomotives,  and  country  roads  by  railroads.  And  now  that  we  have  very 
briefly  sketched  the  origin  and  development  of  the  Stoneham  of  the  past,  let  us  give  a  few  facts 
relating  to  the  Stoneham  of  the  present. 


MODEr<N    STOIS^EHAM. 

A  collection  of  facts  and  figures  is  always  decidedly  dry  reading,  and  as  we  wish  to  make 
this  sketch  of  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  Boston's  lovely  suburban  towns  not  only  instructive 
but  interesting,  we  will  refrain  as  much  as  possible  from  the  use  of  statistics  and  attempt  merely 
an  informal  and  brief  description  of  a  town  that  must  be  visited  and  studied  to  be  appreciated, 
and  offers  so  many  advantages  as  a  place  of  residence  that  it  is  destined  to  double  its  population 
during  the  next  decade.  And  this  great  increase  in  population  is  not  to'  be  brought  about  by 
the  introduction  of  new  industries,  or  the  rapid  development  of  those  now  established  here,  biit 
by  the  public  appreciation  of  the  residential  advantages  and  the  imijrovement  in  transportation 
facilities  which  will  make  Stoneham  a  part  of  "the  Greater  Boston."  In  1880,  the  popula- 
tion of  Stoneham  was  4,890  ;  in  1885,  it  was  5,659  ;  in  1890,  it  was  6,155,  and  now,  in  1893,  it  is 
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about  6,400.  These  figures  show  a  steady  increase,  but  its  amount  is  but  an  earnest  of  what 
may  reasonably  be  expected  in  the  near  future,  for  the  growth  of  the  town  has  been  hindered  by 
one  of  the  most  serious  of  all  hindrances — unsatisfactory  transportation  facilities,  and  as  these 
facilities  have  been  greatly  improved,  and  plans  are  now  being  carried  out  that  will  make  Stone- 
ham  as  easily  accessible  as  the  most  favored  of  the  neighboring  cities  and  towns,  there  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  Stoneham  of  1900  mil  have  a  population  closely  approaching  the  ten- 
thousand  mark. 

And  now,  va.  spite  of  our  promise  to  avoid  the  introduction  of  formidable  "facts  and  figures," 
we  must  beg  the  indulgence  of  our  readers  while  we  present  a  few  points  relating  to  the  location 
and  arrangement  of  our  town,  for  these  certainly  have  a  most  important  bearing  upon  its  advan- 
tages as  a  placo'  of  residence. 

The  township  is  about  four  miles  long  from  north  to  south,  and  about  one  and  three-quarter 
miles  wide  from  east  to  west,  and  is  located  a  little  to  the  west  of  north  of  Boston,  it  being  bounded 
on  the  north  by  Reading,  on  the  east  by  Wakefield  and  Melrose,  on  the  soiith  by  Medford,  and  on 
the  west  by  Winchester  and  Woburn.  The  southern  half  of  the  township  is  occupied  by  beauti- 
ful Spot  Pond  and  the  famous  Middlesex  Fells,  and  about  one-third  of  the  northern  half  is  occupied 
by  industrial  establishments,  stores,  public  buildings  and  residences, — this  portion  of  course  being 
"  the  village," — and  the  rest  is  utilized  for  residential  purposes,  farming,  market  gardening  and 
floriculture.  Of  course  this  statement  is  merely  a  meagre  outline  of  the  arrangement  of  Stone- 
ham,  makes  no  pretensions  to  absolute  accuracy,  and  seeks  only  to  give  a  general  idea  of  the 
•laying  out  of  the  town,  for  that  is  so  peculiar  that  it  is  understood  by  very  few  who  are  not 
residents,  and  the  result  is  that  many  who  have  visited  biit  one  part  of  Stoneham  form  an  entirely 
erroneous  idea  of  the  place. 

Visitors  to  "  The  Fells "  region,  for  instance,  if  they  pass  through  Main  Street,  along  the 
west  shore  of  Spot  Pond,  and  are  told  that  they  are  in  Stoneham,  will  probably  rank  Stoneham 
among  towns  whose  houses  are  few  and  far  between  and  whose  scenery  is  wild  and  beautiful. 
Let  them  pass  along  Pond  and  ■  Wyoming  Streets  on  the  east  side  of  the  Pond  and  they  will 
think  themselves  to  be  in  a  town  where  beautiful  country  residences,  spacious  lawns  and 
admirably  kept  roads  arched  by  noble  shade  trees  are  to  be  found  on  every  side. 
Should  they  come  to  Stoneham  by  the  steam  railway  and  stroll  about  the  village,  they  would  form 
the  idea  that  Stoneham  was  a  busy  and  thoroughly  wide-awake  town,  that  had  large  and  prosper- 
ous factories,  spacious  and  well-equipped  business  blocks,  a  goodly  number  of  churches,  excellent 
streets  and  still  more  excellent  sidewalks.  Not  far  away  from  the  business  centre  thej'  would 
find  many  attractive  estates  and  not  a  few  mansions,  so  located  as  to  command  a  comprehensive 
view  of  the  surrounding  country,  and  yet  not  on  hills  so  high  or  so  steep  as  to  be  diificult  to 
surmount. 

All  of  the  impressions  which  we  have  noted  would,  of  course,  be  tlioroughly  justified  by  the 
facts  so  far  as  the  section  under  observation  was  concerned,  but  equally,  of  course,  they  would 
give  one  but  an  imperfect  idea  of  what  Stoneham  really  is  unless  it  was  understood  that  these 
widely  different  sections  were  within  the  comparatively  narrow  limits  of  the  town.  And  that  is 
the  main  reason  why  Stoneham  can  safely  depend  upon  becoming  a  very  popular  place  of  resi- 
dence now  that  she  has  been  rendered  much  more  accessible,  for  the  advantages  offered  are  so 
varied  as  well  as  so  pronounced  that  to  use  a  somewhat  hackneyed  expression — ''  all  tastes  can 
be  suited  and  all  purses  accommodated." 
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T^ATLVi^AY     FACILITIES. 


The  steam  railroad  service  to  and  from  Stoueliam  is  furnished  by  the  "  Southern  Division  "  of 
the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  or  rather  by  what  everybody  biit  the  advertising  agent  of  that 
whole-souled  corporation  calls  the  "  Boston  and  Lowell "  Railroad,  as  that  was  its  legal  title 
before  it  was  annexed  to  the  Boston  and  Maine  system  a  few  years  ago.  In  traveling  to 
Stoneham  fr-om  Boston  you  pass  over  the  main  line  of  the  Lowell  Road  until  Montvale  Station  in 
East  Woburn  is  reached,  and  thence  over  the  Stoneham  Branch  through  East  Woburu  and 
Stoneham  to  the  terminus  of  the  line  in  the  business  centre  of  the  town.  The  Stoneham  depot  is 
just  eight  and  one  half  miles  from  the  City  Hall  in  Boston  in  a  direct  line,  but  by  rail  it  is  twelve 
and  one  half  miles  fr-om  the  Lowell  depot  in  Boston,  so  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  add  that  a  some- 
what circuitous  course  is  followed.  This  is  due  chiefly  to  the  unevenness  of  the  surface  of  the 
land  along  the  line  of  the  road,  and  in  this  connection  it  is  pertinent  to  note  that  although  there 
is  a  mile  and  a  quarter  of  steam  railroad  in  Stoneham,  it  is  but  half  a  mile  in  a  direct  line  from 
its  terminus  to  the  point  where  it  leaves  the  town.  But  "  it's  an  ill  wind  that  blows  nobody  good," 
and  the  addition  of  distance  to  travel  is  more  than  compensated  for  by  the  advantages  arising 
from  a  railroad  that  traverses  all  the  thickly  settled  jDortion  of  the  town,  and  maintains  four 
stations  instead  of  the  one,  or  at  the  most  the  two,  were  the  coi^rse  direct. 

The  liills  and  vales  of  Stoneham  and  vicinity  interfere  somewhat  with  "  rapid  transit  "  no 
doubt,  but  they  make  this  one  of  the  most  beaiitiful  and  healthful  parts  of  the  State,  and  the 
residents  of  this  section  would  most  certainly  not  do  away  with  them  even  if  they  could, 
especially  as  the  advent  of  electric  railways  has  solved  the  rapid  transit  problem  and  rendered 
quick  traveling  up  and  down  hill  as  practicable  as  on  level  ground.  They  are  doing  much  also 
to  help  solve  the  problem  of  how  to  secure  the  best  possible  steam  railway  facilities,  for  the  frir- 
nishing  of  public  transportation  is  no  longer  a  monopoly,  and  the  steam  railway  companies  are 
beginning  to  show  most  remarkable  activity  in  improving  their  accommodations,  so  that  their 
former  passengers  will  not  forsake  them  for  the  electric  cars.  A  few  years  ago  the  residents  of 
Stoneham  asked  the  management  of  Boston  and  Maine  to  extend  the  Stoneham  Branch  to  the 
Western  Division  of  the  road  by  the  building  of  about  three  miles  of  track  that  would  reach  the 
main  road  at  Melrose,  greatly  shorten  the  distance  to  Boston,  and  complete  a  circuit  road  by 
means  of  which  could  be  furnished  an  ideal  suburban  service.  After  some  delay  the  request  was 
favorably  considered,  and  the  company  consented  to  build  the  extension  provided  the  town  would 
take  $50,000  of  the  stock  and  sell  it  to  the  railroad  at  a  nominal  price.  With  characteristic  pub- 
lic spirit  the  people  of  Stoneham  were  almost  unanimously  in  favor  of  accepting  the  proposition, 
but  five  votes  being  cast  against  it,  and  j-et  the  extension  was  not  made,  for  the  company  would 
not  proceed  in  the  matter,  their  adverse  decision  being  chiefly  due  to  the  removal  by  death  of 
the  active  manager  of  the  corporation.  But  that  circuit  will  be  built  some  day,  just  as  surely  as 
it  will  be  a  profitable  line  wheu  it  is  built,  and  we  are  inclined  to  think  that  before  two  years 
elapse  it  will  be  "  open  for  business." 

Two  years  ago  there  was  not  an  electric  road  in  Stoneham,  now  the  Stoneham  and  Wake- 
field Company  connect  all  the  principal  parts  of  both  those  towns  by  the  operation  of  a  road 
four  and  a  half  miles  long ;  the  East  Middlesex  Company  runs  cars  throi^gh  Stoneham  to  and. 
•fr'om  Woburn,  Melrose,  Maiden,  Everett  and  Chelsea,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  to  fur- 
nish electric  car  transit  to  Medford,  Maiden  and  Melrose  through  the  Fells  region,  and  com- 
pletely encircle  Stoneham  with  street  railways  that  will  afford  quick  and  cheap  means  of  travel- 
ing to  any  community  in  this  vicinity. 
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There  will  be  a  decided  boom  in  real  estate  hereabouts  in  the  near  future,  and  the  man  who 
secures  a  desirable  house  lot  in  Stoneham  at  the  low  prices  now  prevailing  will  not  only  make  a 
safe  investment  but  a  very  profitable  one.  Of  course  care  should'  be  exercised  in  the  choice  of 
land  to  invest  in  just  as  surelj-  as  it  should  in  the  choice  of  any  form  of  property  for  investment 
purposes,  but  intelligent  investigation  -n-ill  soon  enable  any  one  to  accurately  "  size  up  "  the  value 
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of  realty,  and  there  is  plenty  of  chance  in  Stoneham  for  judicious  and  paying  investment. 
Desirable  land  in  and  near  the  business  centre  of  the  town  ranges  from  five  to  twenty-five  cents 
per  foot,  and  in  the  oiitlying  regions  even  lower  prices  are  quoted,  although  there  are  some  land- 
owners in  Stoneham  so  well  satisfied  with  its  prospects,  and  so  content  to  wait  for  the  comiiig  of 
the  time  when  the  demand  will  far  exceed  the  supply,  that  they  qtiote  fifty  cents  as  the  lowest 
price  they  will  listen  to  at  all.  There  is  a  very  active  demand  in  Stoneham  for  houses  that  will 
rent  at  from  $12  to  $15  per  month.  In  such  a  town  as  this  the  residents  who  are  able  to  pay 
higher  rents  than  those  quoted  generally  prefer  to  build  houses  of  their  own,  but  there  is  a  con- 
stant demand  for  dwellings  that  can  be  rented  at  from  $140  to  $200  a  year,  and  the  cost  of  land, 
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erection,  and  taxation  in  Stoneliam  are  sucli  as  to  make  this  town  a  desirable  field  for  the  opera- 
tions of  those  who  recognize  the  wisdom  of  investing  in  real  estate  that  wiU  yield  a  moderate 
biit  reliable  income. 


SOME    OF    STONEHAM'S   ADVANTAGES. 

And  now'a  few  words  concerning  the  practical  advantages  offered  by  Stoneham  as  a  place  of 
residence.     The  location  is  healthful,  pleasant  and  convenient ;  the  community  is  orderly,  socia- 
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ble  and  intelligent ;  the  cost  of  living  is  moderate,  and  the  stores  are  numerous,  enterprising 
and  well  stocked,  while  the  prices  quoted  will  not  suffer  at  all  by  comparison  with  those  named 
in  Boston. 

The  school  system  of  Stoneham  is  admirable,  and  its  work  is  materially  assisted  by  the 
excellently  managed  public  library,  which  contains  more  than  9,000  volumes,  and  is  being  made 
more  efficient  by  the  adding  of  new  and  important  books  every  year.  The  religious  societies 
of  the  town  include  the  Congregational,  Methodist,  Episcopal,  Unitarian,  Baptist  and  Roman 
Catholic  denominations,  and  each  of  them  has  a  church  of  its  own,  the  largest  being  St.  Patrick's 
Church,  a  handsome  wooden  structure  erected  in  1888,  and  the  newest  being  the  Baptist  Church, 
which  was  built  in  1891,  and  is  a  tastefully  designed  edifice  having  a  very  pleasing  and  promi- 
nent location  on  Main  Street.  A  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  has  been  maintained  in 
Stoneham  during  the  past  ten  years,  and  connected  with  the  various  churches  are  many  societies 
that  are  doing  excellent  work,  and  at  the  same  time  promoting  sociability  as  well  as  encoiirag- 
ing  charity  and  right  living. 
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The  water  supply  is  furnished  by  the  Wakefield  Water  Co.,  the  water  being  taken  from 
Crystal  Lake,  which  is  capable  of  furnishing  5,000  gallons  a  day.  The  water  is  of  exceptional 
purity,  and  doubtless  is  an  important  factor  in  the  maintenance  of  Stoneham's  record  as  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  towns  in  the  State,  although  credit  should  also  be  given  to  the  elevated  por- 
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tion  of  the  town,  the  character  of  the  soil,  the  puritj'  of  the  air,  and  the  care  taken  to  enforce  the 
hygienic  regulations  which  prevent  the  contamination  of  a  naturally  healthful  location. 

There  is  a  complete  system  of  fire  protection,  the  fire  department  being  excellently  equipped, 
and  the  hydrant  service  being  such  as  to  render  it  easy  to  throw  many  powerful  streams  of  water 
upon  any  buildiug  ia  the  business  centre  of  the  town.  There  has  been  very  little  loss  fiom  fire 
in  Stoneham  of  late  years,  for  the  industries  carried  on  here  are  not  of  a  dangerous  character  ; 
the  fire  apparatus  is  ample  and  efficient,  and  alarms  are  very  promptly  responded  to  and  can  be 
given  without  delay  from  any  part  of  the  town,  there  being  a  comprehensive  electric  fire  alarm 
system,  and  the  key  of  each  box  being  so  placed  that  it  can  be  reached  at  once  without  having 
to  call  at  any  house. 

The  principal  advantages  offered  by  Stoneham  as  a  place  of  residence  may  be  briefly 
summed  up  as  follows  :  healthful  location,  beautiful  scenery,  low  cost  of  land,  moderate  rents, 
pure  water,  gas  and  electric  lights,  excellent  educational  facilities,  well-managed  financial  insti- 
tutions, including  a  savings  bank,  a  national  bank  and  a  co-operative  bank  ;  many  religious  and 
social  societies,  an  excellent  public  library,  stores  where  goods  are  sold  at  "  Boston  prices,"  a 
first-class  and  reliable  fire  service,  well-kept  streets,  concrete  sidewalks,  and  an  admirable  street 
car  service  that  will  soon  be  greatly  extended.  The  Iiidejpendent  and  the  News  are  weekly  fam- 
ily newspapers  that  are  well  edited  and  well  supported,  and,  in  short,  no  institution  is  wanting 
here  that  would  tend  to  make  Stone liam  an  excellent  town  in  which  to  live.  Such  a  place  is 
sure  to  steadily  and  permanently  increase  in  population,  wealth  and  general  j^rosperity  ;  and 
even  the  most  conservative  man  acquainted  with  the  character  and  resources  of  this  to^vn  will 
not  think  of  denying  that  its  future  prospects  are  as  bright  as  its  past  record  is  honorable. 
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THE  STONEHAM  NATIONAL  BANK,  Stoneham,  Mass.— The  national  banking  system  of  the  United 
States  is  severelj'  condemned  in  certain  quarters,  ana  doubtless  is  susceptible  of  improvAnent  in  some  respects,  but, 
nevertlieless,  it  approaclies  as  nearly  to  perfection  as  most  schemes  of  liuman  origin,  and  on  the  whole  its  record  during 
the  period  of  rapidly  changing  and  peculiarly  trying  conditions  which  has  elapsed  since  the  Civil  War  is  one  of  which 
the  creators  and  supporters  of  this  system  way  well  be  proud.  It  is  much  easier  to  criticize  and  condemn  than  to 
plan  and  construct,  and  evidence  of  this  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  the  most  severe  critics  of  our  national  banks 
have  not  as  a  rule  gained  such  pronounced  success  in  the  management  of  their  private  business  affairs  as  to  indicate 
that  they  are  possessed  of  exceptional  financial  ability.  But  no  matter  how  severe  a  crilic  of  the  national  banking 
syslem  a  man  might  be,  if  lie  were  acquainted  with  the  facts  in  the  case  he  would  not  be  apt  to  deny  that 
the  Stoneham  National  Bank  has  been  of  great  service  to  our  local  business  and  the  general  public,  for  such  a  denial 
could  be  based  upon  nothing  but  very  strong  prejudice,  and  would  not  be  of  the  slightest  avail,  so  thoroughly  con- 
vinced is  the  community  of  the  great  value  of  the  aid  rendered  by  this  admirably  managed  institution.  It  has  a  capiial 
of  f.W.OOO;  its  finarcial  condilion  is  excellent,  and  it  is  not  only  well  equipped  for  the  carrying  on  of  a  general  bank- 
insf  business  so  far  as  its  financial  condition  is  concerned,  but  is  managed  by  men  who  have  shown  on  many  occasions 
that  they  have  an  abiding  failh  in  the  town  and  ils  business  men,  and  are  prepared  to  show  their  faith  by  their  works 
in  every  legitimate  way.  The  ofiicers  are  all  well  known  and  highly  esteemed  citizens  both  in  public  and  in  private 
life,  and  the  present  condition  and  standing  of  the  bank  afford  the  strongest  possible  endorsement  of  their  faithful- 
ness and  ability.

STONEHAM  FIVE  CENTS  SAVINGS  BANK,  Stoneham,  Ma's.— Ever  since  the  dawn  of  civiliza- 
tion there  has  been  an  abundance  of  what  Horace  Greeley  used  to  call  "  patent  schemes  for  making  everybody  rich," 
and  of  late  years  there  has  been  an  unusually  large  number  of  such  schemes  unfolded  to  a  waiting  world,  but  poverty 
has  not  as  yet  been  abolished,  and  candor  compels  the  statement  that  no  apparent  progress  has  been  made  towards 
accomplishing  that  end.  The  truth  is  (and  it  is  a  truth  that  many  estimable  reformers  and  philanthropists  totally 
ignore),  if  poverty  and  the  many  evils  which  spring  from  it  are  to  be  done  away  with  it  must  be  by  individual  not  by 
collective  effort,  for  it  is  a  principle  of  political  economy  no  less  than  of  theology,  that  each  must  work  out  his 
own  salvation,  and  unless  the  individual  members  of  a  community  be  industrious,  prudent  and  saving,  poverty  will 
exist  therein,  no  matter  how  favorable  the  conditions  may  be.  The  question  for  the  philanthropist  to  answer  then  iSp 
not  "  How  can  I  help  these  people  ?"  but  "  How  can  I  enable  them  to  help  themselves  ?"  and  a  consideration  of  what 
has  been  and  is  being  done  by  the  savings  banks  will  show  the  true  principles  on  which  to  base  operations.

Descriptive  Sketch  of  Medford. 


EDFORD  may  be  briefly  described  as  a  modern  city  that  is  the  outgrowth 
of  an  ancient  town,  and  has  within  the  past  decade  so  completely  renewed 
its  youth  that  even  during  the  most  prosperous  of  its  early  days  its 
growth  and  its  prospects  were  but  small  in  comparison  with  what  they 
are  at  the  present  time.  Few  of  the  old  towns  of  New  England  have 
passed  through  such  vicissitudes  of  fortime ;  and  the  history  of  Medford  is 
of  deep  interest,  not  only  because  it  bears  a  prominent  part  in  the  early 
history  of  our  country,  but  also  because  it  is  such  as  to  exemplify  the 
truth  of  the  familiar  saying  :  "  There  is  a  destiny  that  shapes  our  ends,  rough  hew  them  as  we 
may."  The  precise  date  of  the  first  settlement  in  Medford  is  not  definitely  known,  but  it  is  gen- 
erally accepted  that  it  was  made  in  1830  by  people  from  England  who  had  landed  at  Salem 
the  preceding  May.  It  was  the  seventh  town  in  the  State  to  be  organized,  and  its  early  devel- 
opment was  due  almost  entirely'  to  one  who  never  visited  New  England  but  who  sent  men  to  Med- 
ford and  expended  money  freely  for  the  purpose  of  utilizing  the  fisheries  and  taking  advantage 
of  the  facilities  for  ship  building.  This  was  Mr.  Cradock — or  Governor  Cradock  as  he  was 
called  on  account  of  his  control  of  the  Medford  colony — and  he  began  operations  here  in  1634, 
his  men  then  erecting  the  "  Cradock  House  "  or  "  Old  Fort,"  which  is  standing  to-day  and,  it  is 
hardly  necessary  to  add,  is  the  oldest  house  in  New  England.  It  is  located  near  Mystic  Eiver, 
in  the  southeastern  part  of  Medford,  and  near  the  junction  of  Kiverside  (formerly  Ship)  and 
Spring  Streets,  and  will  probably  stand  several  centuries  more,  unless  it  happens  to  be 
destroyed  by  fire,  for  it  is  a  most  substantial  structure  in  every  part,  and  its  great  beams  and 
thorough  construction  show  that  it  was  erected  at  a  time  when  wood  was  plenty,  labor  was 
cheap  and  workmanship  was  honest  and  durable.  The  massive  walls  are  built  of  brick  and  it 
was  long  supposed  that  the  brick  was  imported  from  England  especially  for  that  purpose,  but 
some  historians  now  deny  that,  and  assert  that  the  brick  was  made  in  Medford,  where  brick 
manufacturing  has  long  been  an  important  industry.  Many  radical  changes  have  been  made,  of 
coiu'se,  in  the  surroundings  of  the  Cradock  House,  and  the  construction  and  widening  of  streets 
and  the  building  of  walls  have  materially  changed  the  appearance  of  the  grounds  surrounding 
the  ancient  strvicture  ;  but  few  pronounced  changes  have  been  made  in  the  exterior  of  the  house 
itself,  and  it  has  long  been  one  of  the  main  points  of  interest  in  historic  Medford. 

Medford  was  originally  a  very  poor  town,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  taxation  was  borne  by 
the  property  of  Governor  Cradock,  so  when  he  ceased  operations,  Medford  suflered  greatly,  and 
for  many  years  found  it  very  difficult  to  meet  the  demands  made  i;pon  it.  There  is  such  a  vast 
difference  between  the  conditions  of  to-day  and  those  existing  from  the  time  of  the  fovmding  of 
Medford  up  to  half  a  century  or  so  ago,  that  it  is  very  difiicult  to  realize  that  ship  building  was 
for  two  hundred  years  and  more  the  only  great  industry  carried  on  here  ;  yet  such  was  the  case, 
and  this  industry  was  begun  at  the  very  beginning  of  the  town's  history,  for  the  "  Blessing  of  the 
Bay,"  a  thirty-ton  bark,  was  launched  at  Mystic  by  Governor  Winthrop,  July  4th,  1681.  Sev- 
eral vessels  were  built  by  the  men  employed  by  Governor  Cradock  during  the  next  few  years, 
and  the  industry  was  quite  steadily  continued  until  Eevohitionary  days  ;  but  it  was  not  until  the 
opening  of  the  present  century  that  a  veritable  "  boom  "  in  ship  building  began.  Then  it  began 
in  earnest,  and  from  1800  operations  were  carried  on  so  largely  and  successfully  that  many  ves- 
sels— not  a  few  of  which  were  very  large  for  those  days,  although  tliej^  would  be  considered  very 
small  to-day — were  launched,  and  Medford  or  Mystic  vessels  gained  a  high  reputation  for 
staunchness.  Speed  and  durability. 
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The  history  of  Medford  during  the  Eevolution  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge,  and  there 
is,  consequently,  no  need  of  giving  even  a  summary  of  it.  That  famous  ride  of  Paul  Eevere, 
and  the  poem  that  describes  it,  will  never  be  forgotten  and  everybody  knows  that "  It  was  twelve 
by  the  village  clock  when  he  crossed  the  bridge  into  Medford  tcmi,"  from  whence  he  continued 
the  ride  that  resulted  in  the  firing  of  "  a  shot  heard  around  the  world,"  and  a  flight  and  pursuit 
that  formed  the  opening  act  of  a  drama,  the  closing  act  of  which  was  the  acknowledgement  of

this'country's  independence.  Thousands  visit  Medford  every  year  for  no  other  purpose  than  to 
follow  the  course  of  that  flight  and  pursuit  and  view  the  points  along  the  road  where  the  most 
severe  encounters  occurred  ;  and  it  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  say  that  those  points  are  plainly 
marked  by  tablets  and  inscriptions,  so  that  even  "  he  who  runs  may  read  "  the  story  of  the  day 
that  is  one  of  the  most  glorious  of  all  the  glorious  days  in  American  history. 

The  record  of  Medford  daring  the  Bebellion  is  not,  of  course,  so  famous  as  is  the  town's 
record  during  the  Revolution,  for  Medford  was  not  "  fighting  ground,"  it  being  far  remote  from 
the  scene  of  struggle ;  but  the  old  town  has  good  reason  to  be  proud  of  what  her  sons  did  during 
the  late  (and,  let  us  hope,  the  last)  war,  and  they  fully  maintained  her  reputation  for  sending 
into  the  field  men  who  were  not  only  patriotic  but  also  brave  and  determined.  Figures  may  be 
made  to  prove  almost  auj-thing,  and  they  have  been  so  much  misused  of  late  that  proof  depend- 
ant i;pon  them  is  now  looked  upon  as  no  proof  at  all ;  but  still  they  sometimes  aft'ord  ground 
upon  which  most  substantial  and  sensible  opinions  can  be  based,  aud  the  simple  fact  that  there

was  no  increase  whatever  in  tlie  population  of  Medford  from  1860  to  1865,  while  during  the 
decades  preceding  its  increase  was  steady  and  pronounced,  affords  significant  evidence  that 
Medford  bore  at  least  her  share  of  the  burden  of  subduing  the  Eebellion,  and  was  not  numbered 
among  those  towns  that  profited  by  it  financially. 

After  the  decadence  of  the  ship-building  industry,  the  principal  industry  of  Medford  was 
brick  manufacturing,  and  that  is  still  extensively  carried  on  here  and  doubtless  will  be  for  years

to  come,  and  the  supply  of  "  raw  material "  is  vast  in  amount,  and  the  location  of  the  citj-  is  such 
as  to  ensure  a  very  heavy  demand  for  the  product  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  demand  from  more  distant  points,  which  can  easily  be  reached  on  account  of  the  excellent 
railway  facilities  of  the  "  brick  yard  "  region.  But  probably  the  most  famous  of  this  town's 
products  is  ram,  for  "  Medford  rum  "  is  actually  known  all  over  the  world  and  is  known  to  be 
the  best  riim  made  in  American  Its  manufacture  has  been  carried  on  here  for  very  many  years, 
and  some  of  the  early  distilleries  are  no  longer  in  operation ;  but  its  production  is  still  an 
important  local  industry  and  has  not  been  an  unmixed  benefit  to  the  town,  for  everybody  has 
heard  of  "  Medford  "  rum,  and  not  a  few  assume  that  a  place  where  rum  is  largelj'  manufactured 
must  necessarily  be  infested  with  drunkards  and  afflicted  with  a  very  disorderly  element  in  the 
population.  Of  course  that  is  a  very  narrow  and  prejudiced  way  of  considering  the  matter,  but 
still  it  has  been  adopted  by  many,  and  in  the  past  it  sei-iously  interfered  -nitli  the  development 
of  Medford,  but  that  is  a  thing  of  the  past  and  no  intelligent  person  would  now  think  of  avoid- 
ing residence  here  on  that  account.     The  fact  is,  Medford  is  one  of  the  most  orderlv  cities  or 
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towns  in  the  State.  It  will  not  suifer  a  bit  by  comparison  with  any  of  its  neighbors  in  this 
respect,  and  it  is  now  attracting  such  residents  that  an  already  high  standard  of  orderliness  and 
true  sociability  is  being  raised  every  year.  As  for  the  prevalence  of  drunkenness  and  the|  opin- 
ion of  the  citizens  on  that  subject,  suffice  it  to  say  that  Medford  is  what  some  consider  it  most 
surprising  a  place  where  intoxicants  are  largely  manufactured  should  be — a  "  temperance  to-mi," 
— a  no-license  city,  where  no  intoxicants  can  be  sold  legally  excepting  stimulants  called  for  by,^a 
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physician's  prescription,  and  where  comparatively  few  are  sold  illegally,  for  the  law'  is  strictly 
and  constantly  enforced.  Medford  has  grown  very  rapidly  of  late  years, — ^its  pop  ulation  became 
so  great  that  it  was  found  absolutely  necessary  to  change  from  town  to  city  government,  and 
nearly  all  of  this  gi'eat  increase  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  people  have  discovered  that  Medford 
is  a  most  excellent  place  to  live  in.  It  cannot  be  truly  called  a  manufacturing  city,  although 
many  industries,  and  not  a  few  important  ones,  are  carried  on  here  ;  it  cannot  be  called  a  trade 
centre,  although  it  contains  many  mercantile  establishments  and  some  excellent  financial  institu- 
tions ;  but  it  can  be  called  a  residential  city, — a  city  of  homes, — for  that  is  just  what  it  is,  and 
what  it  is  going  to  be  in  the  future,  not  only  because  the  gi-eat  and  constant  growth  of  New 
England's  metropolis  necessitates  the  growth  of  the  towns  and  cities  about  her,  but  also  becai^se 
of  all  the  many  beautiful  places  of  residence  included  in  Boston's  siiburbs,  those  of  Medford  are 
entitled  to  a  leading  position  and  they  positively  ensure  the  rapid  and  healthful  developnient  of 
this  city.  There  is  a  very  large  amount  of  territory  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Medford,  and  the 
boundaries  of  the  city  are  very  irregular  in  shape,  it  being  the  most  irregular  in  shape  of  any 
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city  or  town  in  the  county.  The  location  is  such  as  to  make  Medford  almost  one  of  Boston's 
next  door  neighbors,  and  indeed  it  is  nearer  to  the  business  centre  of  the  Hub  than  are  some  of 
the  parts  of  that  city  itself,  for  the  most  remote  point  in  Medford — the  extreme  northwest  corner 
of  the  territory — is  but  six  and  three-quarter  miles  from  Boston  Common,  while  the  southeast 
corner  of  Medford  is  just  three  miles  from  that  famous  field.

Medford  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Winchester  and  Stoneham  ;  on  the  east  by  Maiden  and 
Everett ;  on  the  south  and  west  by  Somer-ville  and  Arlington.  A  large  part  of  the  northern  por- 
tion of  the  city  is  within  the  boundaries  of  the  celebrated  Middlesex  Fells,  and  touching  the 
northern  boundary  is  the  beautiful  Spot  Pond,  of  which  the  only  thing  not  admirable  is  the 
name.  When  the  plans  for  making  a  vast  public  park  out  of  the  Middlesex  Fells  are  carried 
out,  it  is  to  be  hoped  and  confidently  expected  that  the  name  of  that  lovely  sheet  of  water  will 
be  changed  to  Lake  Winthrop,  for  it  was  Governor  Winthrop  who  discovered  it,  and  it  was  the 
desire  of  the  late  Elizur  Wright  (who  long  resided  in  Medford,  and  to  whom  the  credit  of  havmg 
the  Fells  region  appropriated  for  park  purposes  is  due)  that  that  name  should  be  adopted.  The 
scenic  beauties  of  Medford  are  such  as  to  make  it  one  of  the  fairest  sections  in  the  fairest  part 
of  Massachusetts,  and  this  is   one  of  the  very  few  cities  that  call  for  no  expenditure  for  the  ere- 
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ation  of  beautiful  parks,  but  simply  reasonable  care  in  the  preservation  of  tbe  natural  beauties 
of  a  singularly  favored  region.  The  utilization  of  the  Middlesex  Fells  as  a  part  of  the  grand 
metropolitan  park  system  is  now  an  assured  fact,  and  the  improvement  of  existing  streets,  the 
laying  out  of  new  ones  and  the  furnishing  of  additional  means  of  transportation  will  all  tend  to 
gi-eatly  increase  the  already  great  attractions  of  Medford,  and  aiford  positive  assurance  that  the 
future  growth  of  that  city  will  not  onl}-  equal  but  far  exceed  the  expectations  of  those  who  base 
their  judgment  upon  the  past  growth  alone.  All  the  commiinities  adjacent  to  Boston  will,  of 
course,  profit  by  the  far-seeing  and  liberal  policj'  of  public  improvement  that  has  now  been 
fairly  inaugurated,  but  Medford  will  be  especially  favored,  and  the  valuation  of  property 
throughout  the  city  will  soon  show  a  decided  but  healthful  increase  that  is  not  brought  about  by 
any  fictitious  raising  of  values,  but  by  the  furnishing  of  great  improvements  that  will  add  largely 
to  the  desirability  of  Medford  as  a  place  of  residence,  and  to  the  demand  for  real  estate  through- 
ovit  this  region.  Mystic  Pond,  which  contributes  largely  to  Boston's  water  siipply,  exteuds 
along  the  northwestern  border  of  Medford,  separatiag  it  from  Arlington,  and  the  outlet  of  that 
pond — Mystic  Eiver — flows  through  the  centre  of  the  city,  its  devious  course  and  the  broad 
marshes  which  in  some  places  surround  it  adding  much  to  the  beauty  of  a  region  where  any 
lover  of  nature  cannot  fail  to  be  gratified,  for  the  variety  is  almost  endless  ;  so  whether  one  pre- 
fers highlands  or  lowlands,  fields  or  forests,  open  spaces  or  enclosed  and  wooded  valleys  where 
no  houses  can  be  seen  and  the  busy  world  seems  as  remote  as  in  the  White  Mountain  region,  he 
can  gratify  his  tastes  within  the  limits  of  Medford. 

What  may  be  called  the  "  city  proper  "  of  Medford  is  located  not  quite  five  miles  fi'om  the 
business  centre  of  Boston,  it  being  just  four  and  a  half  miles  in  a  straight  line  from  the  gilded 
dome  of  the  State  House  on  Beacou  HiU.  The  business  centre  of  Medford  is  on  the  north  bank 
of  the  Mystic  River,  and  nearly  all  the  principal  stores  and  institutions  are  clustered  about 
Medford  Square,  which  is  thus  important  from  a  commercial  as  well  as  from  a  historical  stand- 
point. There  are  some  stores  and  factories  along  or  near  the  other  bank  of  the  river,  and  there 
are  also  not  a  few  residences,  but  the  most  of  Medford  is  north  of  the  Mystic,  as  more  than  three- 
quarters  of  the  territory  within  the  city's  jurisdiction  is  on  that  side  of  the  stream.  Transporta- 
tion facilities  are  furnished  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Eailroad,  which  runs  along  the  eastern 
margin  of  the  city  and  has  a  branch  which  terminates  at  the  business  centre ;  also  by  the  Boston 
and  Lowell  Eailroad,  which  runs  through  the  southern  and  western  parts  of  Medford  and  has 
stations  at  College  Hill,  Medford  Hillside  and  West  Medford.  College  Hill  Station  is  so  called 
because  it  is  near  the  beautiful  hiU  on  which  are  the  spacious  grounds  and  buildings  of  Tufts 
College.  These  grounds  are  just  within  the  line  separating  Medford  from  Somerville,  and  were 
given  to  the  college  by  a  resident  of  Somerville,  Mr.  Charles  Tufts,  after  whom  the  institution 
was  named.  This  college  was  founded  by  the  Universalist  denomination  in  1847,  but  on  account 
of  hesitancy  in  deciding  upon  the  location  of  it,  the  erection  of  the  first  building  was  not  begun 
until  1853.  It  was  finished  the  following  year,  and  the  formal  opening  of  the  institiition 
occurred  August  22d,  1855.  Tufts  College  is  liberally  endowed  and  is  doing  most  excellent 
work.  Perhaps  the  most  famous  of  the  college  buildings  is  the  Barnum  museum,  for  it  contains 
a  most  extensive  and  valuable  collection  and  is  very  highly  esteemed  by  those  mterested  in  nat- 
ural history.  This  museum  is  open  to  the  public,  and  is  very  largely  availed  of  without  refer- 
ence to  the  extensive  use  made  of  it  by  students  of  the  college.  The  view  from  College  Hill  is 
beautiful,  and  the  stately  buildings  and  well-kept  grounds  of  Tufts  College  are  of  themselves 
sufficiently  attractive  to  well  repay  a  visit  to  a  place  where  all  self-respeoting  visitors  are  assured 
a  cordial  welcome. 

Although  there  are  many  railway  stations  and  many  miles  of  railroad  within  the  limits  of 
Medford,  the  transportation  service  thus  afforded  is  supplemented  by  a  street  car  service  that  is 
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already  extensive  and  is  destined  to  become  much  more  so  in  the  near  future.  Before  the 
advent  of  electric  motors  a  journey  from  Boston  to  Medford  bystreet  cars  was  long  and  tedious, 
excepting  in  fine  weather  during  the  "  open  car  season,"  when  a  long  ride  through  a  beautiful 
country  is  a  pleasure  instead  of  a  penance,  but  now  the  time  has  been  materially  reduced  and 
the  comfoits  increased,  and  Medford,  Arlington,  Maiden,  Somerville,  Cambridge  and  Boston  are 
so  closely  united  that  they  are  almost  cue.  The  electric  railways  have  hardly  begun  the  work 
of  extension  and  connection  that  they  are  so  admirably  fitted  to  perform,  and  in  a  few  years  it 
will  be  possible  to  take  such  long  and  charming  rides  in  "  the  poor  man's  carriage,"  as  the  open 
street  car  is  popularly  called,  that  there  will  be  no  excuse  for  any  one  not  being  familiar  with 
the  almost  endless  and  varied  beauties  that  may  be  foiind  throughout  the  Boston  suburban 
regions. 


The  rapid  growth  of  Medford,  of  course,  furnishes  conclusive  proof  that  many  already 
appreciate  the  advantages  offered  by  the  city,  but  a  brief  summary-  of  the  more  important  of 
them  is  certainly  worthy  of  jjresentatiou.  Medford  is  healthful,  orderly  and  quiet.  The  cost  of 
living  is  moderate,  for  rents  are  reasonable,  land  is  not  high-priced,  and  the  representative 
stores  will  furnish  goods  at  what  are  truly  "  city  prices  " — that  is,  they  are  as  low  as  can  be 
quoted  on  goods  of  equal  merit.  Although  the  most  of  the  stores  are  in  the  heart  of  the  city, 
there  are  also  many  in  the  outlying  regions, — as,  for  instance,  West  Medford,  East  Medford  and 
what  may  be  called  South  Medford,  and  the  delivery  service  is  so  comprehensive  that  there  is 
no  part  of  the  city  where  one  cannot  have  goods  delivered  without  expense  and  orders  called 
for  if  desifi'ed.  Medford  has  excellent  schools,  many  churches,  and  a  large  and  well-condricted 
public  library.  All  such  modern  improvements  as  an  efficient  water  service,  gas  and  electric 
lighting  facilities,  fire  protection,  proper  sewerage,  good  streets  and  sidewalks,  and  a  competent 
police  service  are  provided,  and  in  fact  there  is  nothing  to  wonder  at  [that  Medford  is  a  very 
popular  place  to  live  in,  and  is  increasing  in  population  not  only  steadily  but  rapidly.

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"'         '  '     1  r ERE  are  no  communities  in  the  State  that  can  more  truly  be  called  "sister 

towns"  than  those  of  Eeadiug,  North  Eeadiug  and  Wakefield,  for  tliej^  were 
all  originally  within  the  limits  of  historic  old  Eeading,  and  although  more 
than  eighty  years  have  passed  since  the  first  division  of  the  town  was  made 
they  have  as  keen  an  interest  as  ever  in  each  other's  welfare  and  heartily 
unite  in  celebrations  of  the  princi]3al  events  in  the  old  town's  history.  The 
grant  of  land  comprising  the  present  towns  of  Eeading  and  Wakefield 
was  made  in  1639  and  settlement  was  begam  the  same  year^  but  it  was  not 
until  1644  that  settlement  had  advanced  sufficiently  to  warrant  the  incorpo- 
lation  of  the  place  as  a  town,  and  the  first  settlement  was  made  near  the  southern 
extremity  of  Lake  Quanapowitt,  or  within  the  limits  of  what  is  now  Wakefield,  and  was 
called  Lynn  Village,  as  the  grant  of  land  had  been  made  to  the  town  of  Lynn  and  some  of  the 
most  prominent  early  settlers  came  from  there.  But  the  act  of  incorporation  changed  the  name 
from  Lynn  Village  to  Eeading,  the  name  being  chosen  in  honor  of  Eeadiug,  England,  as  that  was 
the  birth-place  of  some  of  the  pioneer  settlers.  The  development  of  the  new  town  proceeded  but 
slowly,  but  yet  more  territory  was  desired,  and  in  1651  another  grant  of  land  was  made,  it  being 
estimated  to  be  two  miles  square  and  it  constituting  what  is  now  North  Eeading.  A  description 
of  the  town,  written  in  1651,  tells  us  that  "  Eeading  hath  her  habitation  in  the  very  centre  of  the 
country,"  and  so  indeed  she  had  so  far  as  New  England  was  concerned,  as  the  town  was  in  the 
centre  of  the  then  settled  part  of  this  portion  of  the  country.  It  had  an  area  of  about  thirty 
square  miles  or  about  18,000  acres,  and  this  territory  is  now  divided  up  as  follows :  Eeading 
5,941  acres;  North  Eeading  7,649  acres,  and  Wakefield  4,568  acres.  The  business  centre  of 
Wakefield  is  ten  miles  from  Boston,  that  of  Eeading  is  twelve  miles  and  that  of  North  Eeading 
is  fifteen  miles;  the  central  village  of  Eeading  being  two  and  a  half  miles  northwest  from  that  of 
W^akefield  and  three  miles  southwest  from  that  of  North  Eeading,  while  the  central  village  of  the 
latter  is  five  miles  north  from  Wakefield  Centre. 

As  the  first  church  erected  in  the  town  was  located  on  the  Common,  or  at  the  southern  end  of 
what  is  now  known  as  the  Central  Park  of  Wakefield,  and  the  second  church  (built  in  1688)  was 
situated  very  near  the  site  of  the  present  magnificent  Congregational  Church  in  Wakefield,  it 
was  of  course  very  difficult  for  those  living  in  such  then  remote  places  as  North  Eeading  and  the 
upper  part  of  Eeading  to  attend  Divine  worship,  and  they  soon  began  to  petition  for  authority  to 
establish  a  church  of  their  own.  It  is  not  positively  known  wheu  the  first  settlement  in  North 
Eeading  was  made,  but  in  1688  there  were  six  families  in  that  part  of  the  town,  and  in  1696  the 
town  voted  "that  when  and  as  soon  as  that  there  is  such  a  suitable  and  competent  number 
of  inhabitants  settled  on  the  tract  of  land  aforesaid ;  that  when  they  do  call  and  settle  and 
maintain  a  godly,  learned,  orthodox  minister  that  they  shall  be  free  from  paying  to  the 
minister  or  ministry  in  the  town,  or  on  the  south  side  of  Ipswich  Eiver,  and 
that  for  so  long  as  they  do  so."  But  seventeen  years  elapsed  before  the  town  considered 
it  expedient  to  grant  the  long  desired  permission,  for  it  was  in  1713  that  the  inhabitants 
of  that  part  of  Eeading  lying  north  of  Ipswich  Eiver  and  Bare  Meadow  were  set  off  and  incorpo- 
rated as  a  sepai-ate  and  distinct  parish  by  the  name  of  the  North  Precinct  of  Eeading ;  the  land 
being  practically  that  now  within  the  bounds  of  North  Eeadiug.      From  this  time  until  1769  the 
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rest  of  the  town  was  known  as  the  Old  Parish  and  Woodend, — the  Old  Parish  being  "Wakefield 
and  Woodend  being  Reading, — but  tlie  residents  of  Woodend  finally  secured  from  the  General 
Court  what  the  town  (or  more  properly  the  Old  Parish)  would  not  grant  them,  and  in  1769  they 
■were  incorporated  as  the  West  Parish  of  Reading.  But  divided  as  the  different  sections  of  the 
town  were  as  to  action  concerning  local  affairs,  they  were  prompt  and  earnest  in  uniting  when  it 
came  to  deciding  upon  what  action  should  be  taken  just  before  and  during  the  Revolution ;  and 
the  record  made  by  Reading  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  that  war  fully  justifies  the  pride 
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in  the  old  town  by  the  thousands  who  make  up  the  population  of  the  three  towns  that 
have  succeeded  it.  More  thanfoxir  hundred  men  were  sent  to  the  Continental  army  and  an  average 
of  one  hundred  were  kept  in  the  field  constantly  during  the  war.  The  census  of  Massachusetts 
taken  in  1776  makes  Reading  the  second  town  in.  Middlesex  County  in  population,  it  then  having 
about  2,000  inhabitants,  there  being  about  seven  hundred  in  Wakefield ;  six  himdred  in  Reading, 
and  seven  hundred  in  North  Reading.  The  second  war  with  England  divided  the  people  of  old 
Reading  as  surely  as  the  first  war  imited  them,  for  although  no  section  of  the  town  failed  to  do 
all  that  it  was  called  upon  to  do  during  the  struggle,  by  far  the  greater  portion  of  the  inhabitants 
considered  it  unwise,  and  strongly  denounced  the  administration  for  bringing  it  about.  The  Old 
Parish  heartily  advocated  the  war  and  the  North  and  West  Parishes  strongly  opposed  it ;  the 
principal    result    of    this    decided     difference     of     opinion    being     the     setting    ofl'    in    ISI'2 
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of  the  Old  Parish,  and  its  incorporation  as  South  Beading,  which  name  was  cliauged 
in  1868  to  Wakefield.  The  population  of  Beading  inl810  was  2,228  and  in  1820  it 
was  but  1,800,  as  the  setting  off  of  South  Beading  took  about  1,000  inhabitants 
from  the  old  town.  During  the  next  decade  no  progress  whatever  was  made,  the  population 
in  1830  being  but  1,808,  but  from  that  time  until  the  Bebellion  the  population  steadily 
increased,  it  being  2,19.3  in  1840 ;  3,108  in  1850,  and   2,652  in  1860.     The  apparent   decrease 
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between  1850  and  1860  was  due  to  the  setting  ofi'  of  North  Beading,  which  was  incorporated  in 
1853,  and  in  1860  had  a  population  of  1,193.  The  gain  of  about  fifty  per  cent,  in  population 
from  1840  to  1850  was  largely  due  to  the  extension  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Bailroad  from  Bos- 
ton to  Wilmington,  but  Beading  woidd  not  have  profited  by  that  extension  were  it  not  for  the 
prompt  and  liberal  action  of  some  of  the  residents  of  this  town  and  of  South  Beading,  for  the 
original  intention  was  to  make  the  extension  by  waj'  of  Woburn.  At  first  the  trains  run  by  the 
Boston  and  Main  Bailroad   passed  over  the  Boston  and   Lowell  Bailroad  from  Wilmington  to 
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Boston,  but  in  1843  movements  were  begun  to  extend  the  Boston  and  Maine  road,  and  it  would 
liave  passed  through  Woburn  and  given  Beading  no  facilities  at  all  had  not  some  of  the  more 
prominent  residents  taken  stich  steps  as  to  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  railroad  company  and 
the  legislature  that  the  route  via  Reading  was  by  far  the  more  desirable  and  beneficial  to  all 
parties  concerned.  It  was  on  the  afternoon  of  July  1st,  1845,  that  the  first  train  passed  over  the 
new  road ;  that  train  starting  from  Portland  and  being  given  a  cordial  reception  when  it  reached 
Beading,  for  the  people  knew  that  the  growth  of  the  town  had  been  most  serioiisly  hindered  by 
the  lack  of  railway  facilities,  and  that  the  providing  of  them  opened  a  new  era  in  the  old  town's 
history.  The  original  railroad  station  at  Beading  had  more  the  appearance  of  a  depot  than  a 
station,  for  it  enclosed  both  tracks ;  was  more  than  one  hundred  feet  long,  and  was  not  only  the 
largest  biit  the  best  and  most  convenient  station  on  the  Boston  and  Maine.  Our  railroads  have 
made  great  improvements  in  stations,  in  road-beds,  in  rails  and  in  rolling  stock  since  those  days, 
but  they  have  made  no  very  radical  improvements  in  rates  of  fare,  excepting  for  passage  between 
distant  points,  for  suburban  fares  are  no';/  about  the  same  as  ever.  Originally,  the  fare  from 
Beading  to  Boston  was  thirty  cents,  but  it  was  soon  reduced  to  twenty-five  cents,  and  packages 
of  fifty  tickets  were  sold  at  the  rate  of  twelve  and  a  half  cents  a  ticket.  A  striking  illustration  of 
the  oft-mentioned  fact  that  our  ancestors  were  not  so  hurried  as  we  are  in  modes  of  doing  busi- 
ness is  afforded  by  the  character  of  the  freight  and  express  service  between  Beading  and 
Boston  prior  to  1820.  It  was  furnished  by  Mr.  Ebenezer  Emerson,  and  his  team  consisted 
of  two  yokes  of  oxen  and  a  horse.  "  He  usually  started  for  Boston  in  the  afternoon, 
stopping  at  Charlestown  for  the  night,  went  into  the  city  the  next  morning,  gathered  up  his 
load  and  returned  to  Beading  before  he  slept,  unless  he  slept  by  the  way,  for  he  often  did 
not  reach  home  until  midnight.  He  sometimes  spent  a  day  extra  on  the  way  doing  a 
job    of   plowing    or    other   team    work   for   persons   who  desired   his    help." 

The  first  post-ofiice  in  Beading  was  opened  in  1811,  and  for  many  years  one  mail  a 
day  from  Boston  was  brought  by  stage  over  the  turnpike,  now  Main  Street.  It  is  said  that 
stages  were  the  only  things  that  were  in  a  hurry  those  days,  and  certainly  the  Beading  stage 
wasted  no  time,  for  when  it  reached  the  top  of  the  hill  in  the  south  part  of  town,  in  sight  of  the 
village,  an  enormous  tin  horn  was  utilized  and  a  tremendous  blast  was  given  as  a  signal  for 
having  another  set  of  horses  ready  so  that  no  avoidable  delay  would  be  made. 

Beading  and  North  Beading  made  a  most  honorable  showing  during  the  Bebellion,  and 
in  this  connection  it  is  fitting  that  mention  should  be  made  of  a  fact  that  is  not  generally  known, 
• — "the  historical  honor  belongs  to  Beading  of  giving  birth  to  the  first  Female  Anti-slavery 
Society  ever  formed  in  this  country."  AVe  enclose  that  assertion  with  quotation  marks  because 
it  is  taken  fi'om  a  letter  written  in  1874  by  Wm.  Lloyd  Garrison ;  certainly  an  imimpeachable 
authority  on  the  subject  of  anti-slavery.  The  society  was  organized  March  22nd,  1833,  and — to 
again  quote  from  Mr.  Garrison's  letter — "  was  very  active  and  efficient.  For  some  time  Beading 
continued  to  be  'the  banner  town'  in  the  anti-slavery  conflict. "  In  this  town  was  also  formed 
the  first  male  societj'  auxiliary  to  the  New  England  Anti-slavery  Society ;  it  being  organized 
March  13th,  1833.  It  is  practically  impossible  for  the  present  generation  to  realize  the  coiirage 
and  perseverance  that  were  required  by  those  who  faqored  and  supported  the  anti-slavery  move- 
ment in  its  early  days,  for  more  than  a  third  of  a  centui-y  has  passed  since  opposition  to  that 
movement  in  the  North  ceased,  but  older  inhabitants  and  students  of  history  will  agree  that 
the  pioneer  advocates  of  freedom  were  as  brave  and  fearless  in  their  action  as  they  were  noble 
in  their  purpose. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Bebellion  there  was  but  one  military  organization  in  the  towns  of 
Beadi  ng.  North  Beading  and  Soiith  Beading, — the  Bichardson  Light  Guard,  which  had  its  armory 
and  headquarters  at  Soiith  Beading,  but   contained  members  from  the  other  portions  of  the  old 
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town.  April  19tli,  1861,  the  alarm  was  sounded  on  the  town  bell  that  summoned  the  members  of 
the  company  to  the  armory  to  equip  for  a  journey  to  AYashington,  and  that  afternoon  they  set 
forth  on  their-  perilous  mission  and  were  soon  engaged  in  service  that  was  active  indeed,  for  the 
company  took  part  in  the  first  battle  of  Bull  Run,  and  were  stationed  in  Virginia,  where  they  did 
most  efficient  service  in  the  protection  of  the  national  capital.  Both  Beading  and  North 
Beading  furnished  more  men  than  they  were  asked  to  do ;  and  the  soldiers  from  these 
towns   took  part    in    the    most    active     campaigns,  the   nature   of    the    service    they  rendered 
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being  indicated  by  the  fact  that  fifty  of  the  men  from  Beading  alone  lost   their  lives  on  the 
field,  in  hospital,  or  in  prison. 

The  census  figures  for  I860  and  186.5  afford  conclusive  evidence  that  the  towns  were  severely 
tested  and  tried  during  the  war,  for  in  1860  the  population  of  Beading  was  2,662 ;  in  1865  it  was 
2,436.  The  population  of  North  Beading  in  1860  was  1,193 ;  in  1865  it  was  987.  The  experi- 
ence of  the  Beadings  since  the  close  of  the  Bebellion  has  been  much  the  same  as  that  of  prac- 
tically all  the  other  suburban  manufacturing  towns.  First  there  was  a  period  of  abnormal  activity, 
during  which  existing  industries  were  greatly  stimulated  and  many  new  establishments  opened  j 
then  a  period  of  depression  which  extended  all  over  the  country,  and  finally  a  gradual  but 
permanent  improvement  which  is  becoming  more  pronounced  every  year  in  those  towns  which, 
like  Beading,  offer    exceptional  advantages   as  places   of  residence.     The    continuance    of   the 
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present  prosperity  of  this  beautihil  town  is  far  from  being  entirely  dependent  upon  its  residen- 
tial advantages,  for  manufacturing  is  largely  carried  on  here  and  the  representative  houses 
produce  goods  that  have  a  national  reputation  and  are  acknowledged  to  be  unsurpassed 
by  any  in  the  market.  Nor  is  this  merely  a  general  statement  without  definite  meaning.  Bead- 
ing church  organs,  Reading  shoes  and  Reading  organ  pipes  and  organ  fixtures  are  known  all  over 
the  country  as  goods  that  are  accepted  as  the  standard  by  which  others  are  judged  ;  and  the  great 
demand  for  them  necessitates  the  utilization,  of  extensive  plants,  and  the  employment  of  a  large 
force  of  experienced  and  skilled 
assistants.  Infants'  shoes  and 
dolls'  shoes  are  the  specialties 
of  Reading,  so  far  as  footwear  is 
concerned,  and  many  of  the 
most  original  and  attractive 
styles  have  been  first  put  upon 
the  market  by  Reading  manu- 
facturers. The  manufacture  of 
patented  machinery  and  me- 
chanical appliances  is  another 
important  industry  here ;  and 
cabinet  making,  furniture  man^i- 
facturing  and  carriage  building 
are  also  largely  carried  on. 
There  are  many  spacious  and 
well  equipped  factories  in  tlie

elaborate  of  them  all  has  but

are  very  favorable.  The  street  floor  of  the  buildiag  is  devoted  to  spacious  stores,  each  of  which 
has  a  great  plate-glass  front,  and  the  structure  may  fairly  be  considered  as  typical  of  the  Reading 
of  to-day,  for  it  is  "  fully  up  to  the  times  "  in  every  detail,  and  offers  opportunity  for  the  carrying 
on  of  industry  and  trade  under  the  most  favorable  conditions. 

The  residential  advantages  of  the  town  are  many  and  decided  ;  and  it  is  not  necessary  to 
present  a  dry  array  of  figures  in  order  to  demonstrate  the  fact  that  they  are-  generally  appre- 
ciated and  are  being  largely  utilized,  for  no  one  can  stroll  about  the  town  without  being  impressed 
by  the  number  of  new  and  handsome  residences,  and  without  being  made  aware  of  the  fact  that 
Reading  has  grown  a  good  deal  of  late  years  and  is  improving  in  appearance  as  well  as  in  popu- 
lation. Reading  station  is  twelve  miles  from  Boston  by  way  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad, 
and  nearly  all  the  business  establishments  of  the  town,  with  the  exception  of  some  large  fac- 
tories, are  located  on  the  east  side  of  the  railroad,  for  the  greater  part  of  Reading  Village  is  sit- 
uated on  the  gently  rising  ground  on  that  side  of  the  track.  But  there  are  many  residences,  and 
some  very  handsome  ones,  to  the  west  of  the  railroad,  and  this  part  of  the  tillage  is  developing 
steadily  and  will  probably  experience  a  decided  "  boom  "  when  the  completion  of  the  projected 
electric  street  railway  renders  even  the  remotest  parts  of  it  easily  accessible.  The  land  upon 
both  sides  of  the  railroad  near  the  Reading  Highlands  station,  which  is  half  a  mile  from  Read- 
ing station,  has  been  largely  utilized  for  building  purposes  during  the  past  decade,  and   some  of 
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the  estates  iu  this  section  rank  among  the  handsomest  in  town.  It  is  really  difl&cult  to  make 
choice  of  a  bnilding  site  iu  or  near  Reading  Village,  for  the  various  sections  all  have  advantages 
of  their-  owu,  and  all  offer  the  attractions  incidental  to  suitable  elevation,  pure  air,  excellent 
drainage  and  beautifiTl  scenery.  Beading  has  always  been  a  very  healthful  town,  aud  its  health- 
fuhiess  has  not  been  impaired  by  the  abuse  of  natural  advantages  in  the  carrying  on  of  manu- 
factures. The  water  service  is  excellent,  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity,  and  the  stand- 
pipe  is  so  elevated  that  the  pressure  in  the  mains  is  sufficient  to  throw  a  stream  over  almost  any 
building  in  town.  The  Reading  standpipe  is  a  most  distinguished  exception  to  the  general  rule, 
for  it  is  as  ornamental  as  it  is  useful,  aud  its  conspicuous  position  and  really  artistic  shape 
and  coloring  combine  to  make  it  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  yet  most  satisfactory  features  of 
a  very  beautifiil  portion  of  the  suburbs.  Of  this  it  has  been  well  said:  "It  dominates  the  sur- 
roimding  edifices  of  the  town  with  something  of  the  grace  and  majesty  of  a  great  cathedral  tower 
in  an  old-world  city."  And  so  indeed  it  does,  but  it  does  not  belittle  them,  as  it  is  situated  apart 
from  the  village  on  a  hill  not  occupied  by  any  other  high  structure. 

In  some  respects  Heading  differs  from  the  average  modern  suburban  town,  and  probablj' 
may  be  regarded  as  rather  "  slow  "  by  some  of  our  readers,  for  its  streets  are  not  lit  by  electric- 
ity aud  there  is  not  an  electric  road  or  any  other  kind  of  street  railway  within  its  limits.  But 
there  soon  will  be  both  electric  cars  and  electric  lights.  There  coidd  have  been  long  ago,  but 
the  people  have  not  been  disposed  to  act  hastily  in  the  matter,  for  they  want  the  best,  and  they 
are  aware  that  "  applied  electricity  "  is  a  most  progressive  science  ;  so  they  considered  it  expedi- 
ent to  wait  a  while  and  profit  by  the  experience  of  others.  The  time  for  decisive  action  has 
arrived,  and  before  the  end  of  the  year  efficient  street  car  service  and  electric  lighting  will  be 
numbered  among  the  Reading  "  institutions." 

It  is  unnecessary  to  go  into  detail  concerning  the  social,  educational  and  other  advantages 
of  the  town,  for  they  are  such  as  one  naturally  expects  to  find  in  a  typical  New  England  com- 
munity, situated  near  Boston  and  controlled  by  men  who  have  every  reason  to  make  it  as 
thoroughly  satisfactory  a  place  of  residence  as  circumstances  will  allow,  That  they  are  succeed- 
ing in  doing  so  is  indicated  most  forcibly  by  the  steadiness  and  character  of  the  increase  in  pop- 
ulation ;  and  there  is  no  room  for  doubt  that  Old  Reading  has  fairly  entered  upon  what  is 
destined  to  be  a  loug  era  of  true  prosperity.
